Mixed Garbage-Trash Pickup 
Tried, FinCom Angers Chief 


The lown is experimenting with in- 
cineration of garbage to see if it can cut costs 
by collecting garbage and trash together. 

"It will take some selling to the people," 
Highway Department superintendent Robert 
O'Brien told a joint meeting of the Finance 
Committee and Board of Selectmen ibis week 
discussing budget cuts in town departments. 

While O'Brien estimates the savings to the 
town as $100,000 a year, he feels many persons 
don't like to mix garbage with trash and the 
move would meet resistance. "It's up to a 
vote of the townmeeting. Maybe not this year, 
bill next." 

The town’s four garbage trucks were cut 
this year to three, with refuse from two being 
hauled to a Woburn piggery and the other 
burned at the town incinerator. 

O'Brien told the town boards that mixing 
garbage with trash would be economical for 
several reasons, one of them that with a 
decline in recent years of garbage his men 
often make unnecessary stops. 

He said that on many of the department’s 
complaints of missed garbage pickup the men 
who go out find very little in the pails. 

Selectman John J. Sullivan said if there 
were an incinerator breakdown under such a 
system "there would be a real health 
problem." 

The boards are preparing department 
budgets for action of the annual town meeting 
in March. The finance Committee discussed 
with the selectmen, under whose jurisdiction 
the Highway Department lies, other possible 
money-saving ideas, The selectmen went 
along with Finance cuts in snow and ice 
removal and vehicle repairs hut protested at 
the cut in O’Brien's budget of $10,500 for a 
laborer. 

The man, who serves as a mechanic, a 
higher-paid category than that in which ho is 
gelling paid, is paid under a federal 
emergency act. These funds are due to expire 
in July. 

Finance intends to discuss these items it 
has recommended for town meeting cuts 
before making a final decision. Of the four 
budgets under O’Brien’s department are 
Sanitation, which Finance recommends at 
$333,750, down $20,000 from what O'Brien and 
Ihe selectmen agreed on: Highway, $045,759, 
down $21,000- Snow and Ice, $522,341, down 
$10,000: Forestry, $55,000, unchanged. 


Chief I, Francis Amico was also on hand to 
oppose proposed cuts in his Fire Department 
budget. Finance was considering recom¬ 
mending a cut in manpower, a move the chief 
and selectmen strongly oppose. Finance 
Chairman Lawrencfe T. Smith asked Amico 
if it couldn’t be possible to cut a man and get 
Arlington to cover Winchester more often. 

Arlington now sends four vehicles when 
there is a second alarm in Winchester. 
Winchester sends only three to Arlington and 
doesn’t send a ladder company, which 
Arlington does. 

"He'd laugh at us,” Amico said of the 
Arlington chief's reaction to such an Ideu. 
"It’s rlL culors." Winchester has close to 
1,000 single alarms a year. Finance member 
Richard L. Pharo said a report by Amico 
indicated the figure was closer to 350. 

"You’re definitely colling me a liar and 1 
won*l stand for that," Amico snapped. "And 
I’ve got records to prove it.’’ 

Finance will continue to discuss these cuts.

The 
selectmen and commissioners can fill a 
vacant chair if the commission requests it. 
They did. 

The new appoint commissioner, however, 
doesn’t serve for the entire remaining lerin- 
only until the next election. So any person 
appointed now to the commission would only 
serve little over a monlh, unless lie won 
election to the post on his own In March. 

That’s where the commission's charges of 
politics enters. 

Monday at the selectmen's meeting three 
of the commissioners entered the selectmen’s 
room smiling, expecting everyling to go as it 
had in the past. (The fourth commissioner is 
vacationing in Florida.) 

The selectmen and commissioners ex¬ 
changed pleusant banter and they all sal 
comfortably around the large table in the 
center of the room. 

Selectman Chairman Paul F. Amico said 
he thought all those who had requested ap¬ 
pointment to the post be placed in nomination 


and Ihe names were dutifully written on a 
blackboard. 

They were: Bradford J Johnson, J. Frank 
Holland and John W. Lane 3rd. Amico asked 
for the votes, rending the names beginning 
with Johnson. The three commissioners. 
Hatch, Sherman H. Joscphson and Dean W 
C'ur/elon, voted for Johnson. 

The four selectmen present (William F. 
Chapman Jr. was absent) voted for Lane, 
much lo the surprise and chagrin of the 
commissioners. 

Lane is opposing Hatch in this yenr’s 
election to the single five-year vacancy on the 
commission. Holland and Johnson are can¬ 
didates too, but they are opposing each other 
for the single one-year vacancy. 

Nalurally Lane would have added 
strength at the polls if he were a member of 
the commission, even though it will only have 
been for a matter of weeks. 

"Up until now when we bad a vacancy,” 
said Hatch, "when they had some nice 
gentlemen on Die bourd, they usually took our 
reeoinmendlion. We feel it was rigged. The 
selectmen felt whoever they pul in now il 
would help his chance in the election.” 

The selectmen maintain they didn't know 
who Ihe commission’s candidate was going to 
he. (hough the commissioners' votes were 
laken prior to t|ie selectmen's.

LuPointe Inducted

Eric Rudd of 29 Nelson st., a free-lance 
writer and devotee of the 19th century 
lithographer and painter Winslow Homer, is 
involved in a mystery which began when he 
and his wife acquired a volume of lithographs 
featuring the work of Homer’s contemporary 
Dr. Charles Ellery Stedman (Harvard 1852), 
a dedicated physician-artist. 

The Stedman volume of lithographs, titled 
"Mr. Hardy Lee: His Yacht, Being 24 Sket¬ 
ches on Stone by Chinks," depicts Boston 
manners of the mld-l850’s and boating ex¬ 
periences. It was published by A. Williams & 
Co., 100 Washington st., Boston in May, 1857. 

As Rudd and his wife were enjoying the 
volume, studying the overall view of the story 
and the lithographs, they began to share some 
of their feelings about the drawings. This led 
them to wonder if the marine subjects may 
have been done by another artist, an 
anonymous Stedman collaborator. 

When they studied the final plate in the 
book it struck Rudd that one of Ihe subjects in 
a wedding scene, supposedly taking place in 
the Cathedral Church of SI. Paul in Boston, 
resembled Winslow Homer, who in the 1850’s 
worked as a lithographer for his father’s 
friend John H. Bufford, 

According to Rudd, in 1856 Homer was one 
of the few in Boston who could execute 
lithographs of the fine quality seen in the 
volume, Further, In the wedding scene plate, 
the character resembling Homer is passing 
by a pew numbered 236. Since Homer was 
born in February of 1836, Rudd began to 
wonder if 236 meant Feb. 36. Could Ihe 
number be a clue to a collaboralion between 
the contemporary artists? Had a pew in the 
church actually been numbered 230? 

Following through on the question Rudd 
contacted the church officials and learned the 
number was fictional. He also visited the 
church and saw that this was the place pic¬ 
tured in the book's final plate. 

The more Rudd and his wife studied the 
lithographs in the volume "Mr. Hardy Lee" 
the more they were convinced that the plates 
were divided into two stylistic categories • 
caricatures and sea pieces - and that the style 
of the maritime subjects differed from the 
others. 

A devotee of art since his early life in New 
York, Rudd has read a great deal about 
Winslow Homer, who was born in Boston and 
spent his early life in Cambridge. Rudd is 


familiar with Homer’s life as a painter's 
apprentice when, according to scholars, he 
supposedly did nothing in Boston except 
lithograhy for sheet music covers; later came 
his wood engravings and lithographic work, 
much on the Civil War, which appeared in 
Harper’s and other publications; still later in 
Homer’s life came the more widely known 
waler colors and oil paintings of the stormy 
sea. 

Rudd began to add more fuel to the fire of 
his theory that Homer and Stedman worked 
together on “Mr. Hardy Lee." If Homer had a 
contract with Bufford it would have been 
necessary thal such a collaboration remain 
secret, he surmises. And rather than living 
out a life of drudgery and meanness, as 
scholars believe, maybe Homer, who is said 
to have had a sense of humor not unlike 
Stedman, may have enjoyed a work 
relationship with Stedman that opened the 
door to happier vistas for future possibilities, 
Rudd theorizes. 

Returning to the wedding scene plate, 
Rudd’s wife discovered what she thought 
looked like the initials WH worked into the 
collar nf ihe character resembling Homer. 
Rudd could make out the W but was not so 
sure of the H. But seeing the one initial led 
them both lo scan the rest of the plates with a 
magnifying glass checking for further initials 
which may have been Homer’s "mark" as an 
artist and included on the plates with Sted¬ 
man ’s consent. 

Known lo authorities as "hidden initials" 
their findings are by no means proof but Rudd 
also finds significance in the fact that the 
Hardy Lee yacht was christened "Windseye." 

Rudd look his theory lo schob s nf Homer, 
Some were able to detect the • .tials, others 
could not. However, one of the scholars 
provided Rudd with a Homer Family 
genealogy by Benjamin Homer Dixon which 
was a I one time in the library of Charles 
Savage Homer, Winslow's brother. 

From this Rudd discovered that a David 
Pearce was ihe grandfather of Fitzhcnry 
Homer. In a numuscripl of Williams 
genealogy. Rudd also discovered that the 
same David Pearce was the great¬ 
grandfather of Alexander Williams, publisher 
of "Mr. Hardy Lee, etc.” This would mean

John W. Lowe 


John W. Lowe 

John \V. Lowe of Poinpano 
Peach. Fla., father of two 
Winchester residents, died 
Saturday. Jan. 27. in Pompano 
Beach following a brief illness 
lie was 84. 

A retired presidenl and 
director of the Revere Sugar 
Refinery. Boston, Mr. Lowe 
was born in New Haven. Conn., 
in 1888 and resided in Belmont 
for most of his life, moving to 
Annisquani 10 years ago and 
spending his winters in 
Florida. 

Mr. Lowe was regarded ns 
the "dean” of the sugar 
refining industry in the United 
States, entering the sugar 
business shortly after his 


graduation from Yale in 1909 
Prior to his employment by 
Revere in 1918 he worked as a 
chemist and assistant 
superintendent for Warner 
Sugar ^ Refining Company of 
New York and California and 
Hawaiian Sugar Refining 
Company of San Francisco. 
Calif. 

He was responsible tor 
many improvements in sugar 
refining. His most outstanding 
achievement was the in¬ 
troduction of the method 
whereby raw sugar, heretofore 
shipped only in bags, was 
transported in bulk via ocean 
carriers and barges. Bulk 
handling of raw sugar is now 
universally accepted and 
resultant savings to the public 
and the industry is in¬ 
calculable. 

In 1964 in recognition of this 
innovation he was mimed 
“Sugar Man of the Year" and 
received the Dyer Memorial 
Award. He was also a member 
of the small group who con¬ 
sulted with Congress and 
resulted in enactment of (he 
original Sugar Acts of 1934 and 
1937. The sugar industry today 
operates under amended forms 
of these acts. 

Mr. Lowe served as founder, 
officer and director of many 
sugar industry organizations 
and received many awards for 
his accomplishments and 
services, including being made 


an honorary colonel by the 
Slate of Texas. 

Retiring in 1957 from Revere 
Sugar Refinery lie continued as 
a consultant and until his death 
was active as chairman of the 
New England Carbide Tool Co. 
of Peabody. He served as a 

trustee of (he Childrens 
Hospital Medical Centre, 
Boston ; chairman of the parish 
committee of the First Church 
Unitarian. Belmont, governor 
of Annisqunm Yacht Club;

plate indicate more than a passing 
acquaintance,” Rudd contends. 

Disappointed that the Homer scholars 
were not excited over his findings and not 
willing to follow through and prove the Rudd 
theory, Rudd and his wife plan to continue 
with the investigation themselves. In par¬ 
ticular, they are looking for any correspon¬ 
dence relating to the book between Steelman 
and Williams, and, better still, between 
Stedman and Homer. Or they'd like to find 
accounts referring to the project and-or to the 
men. 

Also since there appears to be a presence 
of Flaggs and Danas in both the Homer 
family ancestry and in the Stedman family 
background Rudd is also pursuing possible 
connections there which mighl indicate a 
relationship between Stedman and Homer, 
the artists. Thus far he has visited a 
descendant of Williams and expects to return 
logo over some of the ancestor’s papers, and 
this week he is planning to visit another 
person who responded to a Boston 
newspaper’s story about Rudd and his theory. 

Now what does all of this mean? “If my 
iheory proves correct,” Rudd says “we may 
be able to establish that Homer’s Bufford 
years were not all drudgery and meanness,” 
and more important If Homer was entirely 
responsible for the sea pieces in this collec¬ 
tion of lithographs then perhaps there will be 
“evidence of an extremely early and 
precocious response to the fury of storms at 
sea” which up lo now has not been attributed 
to Homer in his early development. “This 
does not imply any failing in scholarship,” 
Rudd explains. “It is simply a new insight to 
be weighed in the balance.” 

Discovery, conjecture and mystery of¬ 
tentimes add up to excitement and adventure. 
It appears that Rudd will have the makings of 
a new book if things keep falling into place 
and his theories turn out to be facts.

One Policy For All 

Tlii> theft of ;i Winchester police surveillance car shortly before 
Christmas in Woburn went unreported in the daily Journals of both police 
department!’ It was not a theft of major importance. The car was found an 
hour after it was stolen. 

Hut the incident Is disturbing for two reasons: (1) it indicates that 
there is a double standard .applied in recording police activity here—one for 
the police or whomever they wish to favor for some special reason and one 
tor everyone else: and. (2) the incident led to widespread rumors 
throughout the community as to what actually happened. 

Hecause this newspaper received so many conflicting reports about the 
incident, and no written record of It exists, we contacted Police Chief Ed¬ 
ward F Bowler to get the straight story and perhaps squelch some of the 
wilder versions going around town. 

The facts in the case are these: Barry Hoyt, the night manager of 
Kelley 's Hamburgers, 57 Main st., Woburn, closed hts stand at 11 p.m., Dec. 
21 and was going to make a night deposit at the bank when he stopped to talk 
to Winchester police officer Erwin W. Nurnberger Jr., sitting in an un¬ 
marked police car in Kelley's parking lot, 

A gunman approached the car, ordered Hoyt to hand over the money "or 
i'll blow vour brains out" and ordered Nurnberger out of the car. He then 
fled in Ihe stolen vehicle. The police believe the gunman didn’t realize he 
had taken a police car because it was found abandoned nearby a short time 
later. The $200 taken wasn’t recovered. 

Chief Bowler correctly points out that the daily journal or police log isn’t 
a public record in Massachusetts. While such records are not officially 
classed as public records, it is generally considered good public relations to 
keep the public informed of day to day activities of their police department 
by providing access to the press. This has always been the case in Win¬ 
chester and we have cooperated with the department in not publicizing 
items on that journal which might be detrimental to a particular case. 

Chief Bowler said the Incident was not recorded in the journal because 
that particular car is used for undercover work such as surveilling potential 
robbery sites and they didn’t want the criminal element to know it was lost. 

We think the theft of the police car was downright embarrassing and that 
is the most probable reason for the incident being covered up, though as 
noted the official reason is stated otherwise. 

Furthermore, we don't think that possible embarrassment is a sufficient 
reason to not record all police activity. If there is no set policy about 
maintaining records of police activity and incidents involving the police 
department, somebody has to make an individual decision—a value 
judgment— on what to report and what not to, every time the phone rings at 
the police station. 

This raises a potential for serious problems. Had somebody been shot 
during the robbery ot tne police omcer and the hamburger stand manager 
the incident would probably have been recorded. Had the officer been able 
to thwart the holdup and capture the suspect, it is also reasonable to assume 
it would have been recorded. 

The question of leaving police records to the discretion of the officer in 
charge, whether he be sergeant, lieutenant or chief, is a matter of public 
policy that ought to be reconsidered. On one hand, If police officers know 
lhat ff they get Into an embarrassing situation it will be covered up, this 
could lead to a decline in discipline and to Inefficiency and a poor attitude. 
On the other hand, the idea that every incident reported to the police can be 
subject to some kind of administrative evaluation based on who is Involved 
before it is recorded is not the kind of policy that promotes fair and equal 
treatment for all citizens. 

In this particular case, a simple public statement of the facts at the time 
the Incident occurred, would have avoided all the conflicting rumors 
spreading throughout the town a month after the event. 

Absence of a specific public policy on recording police activity is an 
invitation to abuse of political or official office. The chief and his officers 
can be put into the position of having to decide how to handle various 
matters based on considerations other than what's considered proper police 
proredure. 

Absence of a specific public policy opens the door to treating the general 
public differently than the sons, daughters, relatives of town officials or 
influential citizens and the police themselves. 

This incident points up a need to consider a policy that would establish a 
uniform standard for records of police activity. Such a policy would need the 
lull bucking of the selectmen, but would take much pressure off the chief to 
respond to individual or political pressure when embarrassing incidents 
arise. 

There should be one policy for all.

Winchester's Past 


Marshall Symmes House 
Cost $4,500 To Construct

The house at 233 Main st., built in the 
summer of 1881 at a total cost of $4,500 by 
Marshall Symmes Jr., was erected a little 
north and east of the old Gov. John Brooks 
House built by Caleb Brooks in 1715. 

The Brooks House stood very near the old 
road, Main street. When the road was rebuilt 
and widened the new street line came very 
close to the westerly end of the old house and 
made its removal necessary. 

There Was an open brook about where 
Everell road is now. Tht gardens extended 
from the house to the brook. Pear trees hd 
been planted by Capl. John LeBosquet. Many 
of these old trees bore fruit upto the year 1900. 


of these old trees bore fruit up to the year 
1900. Everell road was built in 1913. 

The Gov. Brooks house was often called 
the “LeBosquet Place.” Capt. John 
LeBosquet served through the Revolution and 
afterwards married Mary Brooks and lived 
with her at the old place. He died in 1B47. John 
Brooks was born in the house in May, 1752. 

After studying medicine. John Brooks 
settled in Reading. He led a company of 
Minute Men to the Battle of Lexington on 
April 19,1775. He served through the war and 
then came back to Medford where he lived on 
High street in the old town not far from 
Medford Square. He was governor of 
Massachusetts from 1816 to 1823. General 
Lafayette visited him in August, 1824. John 
Brooks die in March, 1825.

(The "Winchester Voter” is a series written by the League of Women 
Voters to acquaint readers with town voting practices and issues.) 

This article on the absentee ballot is based on information prepared by 
the Massachusetts League of Women Voters with the cooperation of the 
secretary of state, John F. X. Davoren. 

WHO MAY USE THE ABSENTEE BALLOT? 

1. Any registered voter who will be away from his voting address on 
election day or is physically incapacitated. 

APPLICATION FOR THE ABSENTEE, BALLOT 

1. You may apply to the town clerk for an absentee ballot up until noon of 
the day before election. (Winchester voters should keep in mind that the 
town clerk’s office is open from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. Monday through 
Friday.) 

2. You may call, write or appear at the Town Hall for an application 
form for an absentee ballot. Fill out and return.' 

3. You do not have to use the application form. You may request an 
absentee ballot from the town clerk using any form of written com¬ 
munication including a federal postcard. State your name, registration 
address, precinct and the precise address where you will be to receive a 
ballot. Those who are physically incapacitated must certify to that fact 
when applying, and a ballot will be mailed to the home address. 

VOTE YOUR BALLOT 

1. Ills important to vote and to mall your ballot as soon as possible since 
the ballot must arrive by the close of polls on election day. 

2. You must fill out the ballot In the presence of a notary. Show him the 
blank ballot, vote privately in his presence, and have it notarized. If you are 
unable to provide your own notary, you might call your Democratic or 
Republican headquarters for assistance. 

3. The ballot must be marked and mailed in a community other than 
your own unless you are physically disabled. Allow plenty of time for the 
mail to get through. 

4. If time is too short for mailing or if you will not have a specific address 
to which the ballot can be mailed, you may vole prior to the election at Town 
Hall In the presence of the town clerk, who will notarize your ballot or have 
it notarized. Application for this ballot must be made no later than noon of 
the day before election. (Again Winchester voters should be aware of the 
office hours of the town clerk.) 

Your vote is Important. Be sure that you are registered. Vote in person 
on March 5 or use your absentee ballot! 


Thieu? Also, no date has been set for elections 
in Vietnam. This crucial matter still waits to 
be negotiated. 

While we commend the long and able 
negotiations of Henry Kissinger, we recognize 
along with President Nixon lhat a mammoth 
task still lies before us. Over 300,000 
American soldiers have been injured in this 
war, many of them permanently disabled. 
They must not now be forgotten. In Vietnam 
millions of people have been made refugees, 
and the countryside lies defoliated and pock¬ 
marked with bomb craters. We must, 
therefore, be as skillful and determined in the 
task of healing a shattered country as we 
have been in profecuting a war. Only then 
will peace truly come in Vietnam. 

Therefore, we urge our fellow citizens of 
Winchester and the people of our nation to 
express to the President and to Congress not 
only our rejoicing at this fragile step toward 
peace but also ( 1 .) our concern to make 
available the resources of this nation in the 
rebuilding of this lorn land and ravaged 
people, and (2.) the development of principles 
of statesmanship which will minimize sucli 
debacles in Ihe future. From this war, let the 
world learn those things that make for peuce, 
and let our nation do the peace we have 
sought.

WE ALL WENT TO PARIS 
by Stephen Longstreet 


The song with the refrain "How you goona keep ’em down on the farm 
after they’ve seen Paree!,’,’ a legacy from the first World War, might be 
said to have been as true of the 1790’s as of the 1920’s. No city has exerted the 
fascination on the American mind as Paris. A city of grand courtesans, 
gifted artists, high fashion and a gourmet's delight. 

"The Americans visiting Paris from the period of the Revolution to 
Napoleon," writes Stephen Longstreet, "found a busy, muddy, fun-loving 
city." The visitors admired the furniture, whlch'was scarce In the colonies, 
went to the French theatre, gambled, Imitated even then the French mode 
of dress, both male and female, and wined and dined rather well. Benjamin 
Franklin, while living there, had his cellar of wine: 260 bottles of red Bor¬ 
deaux, 150 red Burgundy, 400 bottles of assorted white wines, including the 
best champagne. For the servants, 200 bottles of vln ordinaire. And for real 
low fellows with no palate, 45 flasks of rum. 

Paris had Its high life. It was also the city men came to In order to in¬ 
crease their fortune. One of these adventurers was Count Rumford, born In 
Woburn. He spent hts last years there, arriving at the age of 00, and im¬ 
mediately began to court Madame Lavoisier, whom he married. There Is a 
suspicion that It was a marriage for money. 

He is reported to have been always In need of love and money. He had the 
reputation of being a bit of a rogue and a double agent. For all that, 
longstreet writes of him that he was the father of the science of modern 
artillery and new theories of heat. He Invented the drip coffee pot and the 
first functional modern cooking pots and pans. He Invented what Is today 
called the thermos bottle, and the central heating system 

One of the stories about him is how he got the potato to be accepted on the 
continent as food. As head of army ordnance for the Duke of Bavaria, he had 
soldiers plant, harvest and eat them. When the soldiers returned to their 
farms, potato crops appeared all over the country. An old French recipe 
tells how they were prepared: "Boil peeled potatoes in salt water. Mash, 
add butter, a spoon of orange flower water, a pinch salt, a half glass water. 
Heat for four minutes. Beat in two eggs and roll into little balls. Heat oil, 
toss balls into boiling fat. Take care In removing and sprinkle with sugar 
when served." 

The sad story of George Catlln embarking In 1839 for France with his 
Indian collection: eight tons of freight consisting of 600 portraits and other 
paintings along with several thousand Indian costumes, weapons, etc., and 
his futile attempts to sell it, is one more tale of an unappreciated artist. 
Another who sought out Paris was James Whistler. If he arrived unnoticed, 
he left almost equally so for London, where he was to make his reputation. 

Artists Mary Cassatt and John Singer Sargent had their Paris days. 
"Certainly we must not leave out Louis Comfort Tiffany,” notes Longstreet, 
"an American whose most noted mistress In Paris was one of the greatest 
and most notorious of the grand courtesans, Tiffany whose stained-glass 
lampshades, tree-trunk art patterns, and flower forms In metal and other 
substances were just a few years ago revived first with a minimum of 
gratitude as ‘camp’ fun, and then as genuine American genre. His fame and 
decor were not merely American but international.” Longstreet gives 
l-eonide, the mistress, almost as much attention as Tiffany. 

Wealthy American heiresses flocked to Europe for marriage. The 
American Sunday papers may have had too many sensational sto-les of rich 
Americans In Paris. Yet not all American visitors sought out thrills. Some 
came to live permanently more or less like Edith Wharton, or publisher 
James Gordon Bennett. Towards the end of the 19th century they came to 
escape the dullness of American life. Later, In the 1920’s, would come a 
generation which was indifferent to what was called “society.” 

Of them writes Longstreet, “Americans who had money in Paris soon 
fell into the proper routine. Sherry’s for lunch, or the Ttenda Oyster Bar, 
Giro’s for dinner, a midnight supper at Le Perroguet on the Rue de Clichy, 
Harry’s for midnight music, and the last drinks with friends at Jimmy's." 

Much has been written on Ernest Hemingway and F. Scott Fitzgerald 
and the "lost generation" In Paris. Stephen Longstreet concludes his book 
with chapters on Cole Porter, Henry Miller and Richard Wright. Perhaps 
there are myths about Paris. That’s part of Its charm -a dream to be 
realized.

Peace Group:‘We 
Rejoice, But...’ 

The Winchester Peace Committee issued 
the following statement on the recent 
ceasefire. The statement was prepared at the 
committee’s Jan. 25 meeting. 

“We rejoice that our bombs no longer fall 
over Vietnam and that the terms of the 
ceasefire call for the removal of our mines 
and anti-personnel traps and for eventual 
democratic elections for the long suffering 
people of the country of Vietnam, We hope 
this commitment will be honored In the spirit 
of justice. 

“Lest anyone wonder why now this 
committee does not disband, let us say that 
our work is not finished. As long as our tax 
dollars support mililary aid to President 
Thieu, keeping him master of the third 
largest air force in the world while he holds up 
to 200,000 political prisoners in defiance of the 
accords, our work is not finished, 

“As long as men of conscience who refused 
to kill in Vietnam are refused amnesty our 
work is nol finished. As long as our govern¬ 
ment seeks lo jail those who would hove us 
know the facts about our involvement in 
Indochina, our work isnot finished. As long as 
the 700,000orphans, fathered by Americans or 
created by our bombs, are left without help 
from us, our work is not finished. 

“As long as our military commitments in 
Indochina and elsewhere devour tax monies 
from meaningful domestic programs, our 
work Is not finished. As long as the huge need 
for medical aid to Indochina remains unmet, 
our work is not finished. What we have sought 
and will continue to seek is not the false peace 
of honor, but the true peace of justice and 
compassion. 

“The statement of conscience made by 
Frances Bogue al the Ecumenical 
Association's service of prayer and 
thanksgiving last Sunday at the First 
Congregational Church speaks for all of us: 

‘As we give thanks for a ceasefire that we 
pray will lead to a negotiated conclusion to 
the most atrocious war conducted abroad 
under the aegis of the United Slates, let us 
hope to remember the rewards of ad¬ 
venturism on the pari of our government. 
May we not forget the thousands of wounded 
here and in Southeast Asia. May wc keep in 
mind the millions of refugees and the 
destruction of the culture of an entire nation. 

“May we never forget the political

More Married Women 
Leading Double Lives 


In Winchester, more married women than 
ever before are leading double lives-as home 
makers and as job holders. 

In stores, factories, business offices, the 
professional fields and elsewhere, women at 
work is the order of the day. 

Managing the double life takes a bit of 
doing. Making it possible is (Tie array of labor- 
saving devices and equipment that has cut 
down the time needed for household chores. 

In addition, there Is the great variety of 
prepared and semi-prepared foods that 
enable wives to turn out a meal in Jig time. 

The latest figures Indicate that no less 
than 32.9 percent of the married women in 
Winchester are now employed outside the 
home or are looking for such employment. In 
I960 the ratio was 20.4 percent. 

Nationally, there are nearly 19 million 
married women who go to work each day. 
Some of them have full-time jobs and some 
part-time. They outnumber their single 
sisters by about 50 percent. 

The facts and figures are from the 
Department of Commerce, the Labor 
Department and others. 

They show that married women have 
drastically altered the job market in the past 
decade. They accounted for 43 percent of the 
total number of new job opportunities and 
about 75 percent of the female employment 
gains. 

Much of the increase has been due to 
middle-age women, who have more time on 


their hands, now that their children are 
growing up. 

However, the major advance in the past 
five years has been among younger married 
women, those in the 20 to 24 age bracket, 
working to supplement their husband’s in¬ 
comes. There are 40 percent more of them at 
work now than there were in 1966, says the 
Department of Labor. 

The figures for Winchester show a riBtng 
proportion of women-married and un¬ 
married-holding down jobs. 

The 1960 census listed a total of 2,290 In the 
labor force, equal to 30.5 percent of the local 
female population of working age. 

According to the latest census, It has now 
reached 41.5 percent, with a working force of 
3,397, 

Elsewhere in the United States, the 
average is 41.4 percent.

EDITOR'S NOTE: This Is another in a series 
of articles on the Winchester Public Library 
and examines the library's Income, what it 
spends money for, circulation, some of the 
special rooms and a bit of Us past. 


The Winchester Public Library budget for 
purchase of new books is $40,000 which hasn't 
been increased for the past three years. 
According to law 15 percent of the budget 
must be used for new materials. “Because of 
budget restrictions, we have had to exercise 
more selectivity in our purchase of new 
books." Mrs. Leila-Jane Roberts, chief 
librarian, says. “However, we try to listen to 
patrons' requests and purchase those 
suggested which will be of interest to enough 
people to merit their inclusion in the collec¬ 
tion." 

Materials For the library are also paid for 
through the trustees fund, which is made up of 
special gifts. A part of this is the Coffin Fund 
established in 1923 which states that one-half 
of the income will go for books on psychology 
and physical research. 

This past year the trustees were recipients 
of $4,500 to be added to the Francis F. Smith 
Fund, which is for “books on nature," and two 
other gifts, one for $2,000 and another for 
$3,000. 

Mrs. Roberts reports that 50 percent of the 
town’s populace is registered at the library. 
Of these, one-half is under 20 years of age. 
Mrs. Roberts says that circulation statistics 
can reveal what leaves the library but “It is 
difficult to measure the value of materials 
and staff to those who do not take books or 
magazines away from the library. Yet this is 
an important part of the library function." 
She reports that the American Library 
Association has a committee to study ways to 
measure library use. 

Each year circulation statistics show that 
more library books are going Into Winchester 
homes (see chart). Cooperation between 
libraries in other towns also exists. Residents 
who hold Winchester library cards can go 
directly to Stoneham, Arlington or Medford 
libraries to borrow materials without the red 
tape of the interlibrary loan procedure. 

The busiest time In the library is usually 
after school, reports Mrs. Roberts. Mornings 
are pretty busy too. Retired men, who Mrs, 
Roberts imagines are getting out of the house 
a6 wives do household chores, enjoy coming 
in each morning to read trade journals and 
other periodicals which used to pass across 
their desks while on the job for many years. 

During the “job crunch," says Mrs. 
Roberts, “many businessmen came in to 
study, catch up on latest developments in 
their specialized fields and to pass the time in 
a constructive way. 

The Quiet Room 

A popular section of the library is the 



RE-NAMEDthe Francis E. Smith Room 
recently at the Winchester Public 
Library was the former Winchester 
Room, also known as the quiet study 
room. This portrait of Mr. Smith hangs 
in the room. Mr. Smith, who died in 
June, was a library trustee from 1926 to 
1952 and was secretary of the board for 
20 years. His daughter, Mrs. Marion L. 
Willing, is now a trustee. 


Francis E. Smith Room, which Mrs. Roberts 
calls the quiet room. “None of our rooms are 
soundproof, so we decided to soundproof the 
people," she says. 

This room, named by the trustees to honor 
a former trustee, contains several carrels 
(there are 24 In all). At the end of a work day 
salesmen come in to make out daily reports; 
commuting college students do research 
papers; and high school students hide here for 
“real study,” Mrs. Roberts says. “Even 
grandmothers come here for quiet after a 
heavy day with grandchildren.” 

The Smith Room resembles a residential 
parlor with a fireplace (not used), lounge 
chairs and sofas. There are portraits and 
paintings and other memorabilia'associated 
with the town; also books on genealogy and 
books in French on loan from the French 
Library of Boston on a rotating basis. 

The walls of this quiet room show portraits 
of Abraham Coffin and Francis E. Smith, the 
latter done by Ettore Caser, painter and 
protege Df Dudley Murphy, a local artist who 
was one of the library founders. 

Another portrait shows Col. William 
Parsons Winchester of Watertown for whom 
the town was named, probably because of his 


$3,000 gift to the town which was used to buy 
Wildwood Cemetery. 

And nearby is a punch bowl from Col. 
Winchester’s yacht inscribed “Presented to 
William P. Winchester to commemorate the 
pleasant hours his friends have passed with 
him aboard his yacht, Northern Light." 

On a corner wall is the original drawing of 
the town seal by Edmund H. Garrett, whose 
painting of Early Morning-Cape Cod is on 
exhibit downstairs in the library meeting 
room. 

Meeting Room 

The meeting room, which is used for 
programs like the home management 
program, Is where family films are shown 
each week, Friday night and Saturday 
morning. This week featured films are “Tales 
of Hiawatha,” “Girl In the White Hat," “I've 
Been There In A Book" and “Puppy." 

According to Mrs. Roberts the meeting 
room was used 102 times by 29 different 
community groups and for many library staff 
book selection meetings, trustee meetings, 
craft classes and film programs last year. A 
call to the library will reserve the room. The 
Winchester Historical Society regularly 
meets there and has actively been going over 
local artifacts to identify and catalog them. 
One of the Society’s paintings showing Main 
st. by the Converse Bridge hangs in the main 
lobby of the library. 

Another special room in the library is the 
Jere Downs Room, which contains music and 
art books and periodicals and material on 
antiques. To enter this room one must get the 
key at the circulation desk. Mrs. Roberts 
explains that it used to be open at all times but 
some of the town’s young people began to look 
upon the room as a recreation center. The 
noise and damage to some of the furniture 
made it necessary to keep the door locked. 

Then there is the Edgar J. Rich Room 
containing the Lincoln and Lee collection of 
books and papers donated to the library by 
Mr. Rich. Though this room is not used very 
often it contains valuable and interesting 
material such as letters written by men who 
knew Lincoln, of interest to students of the 
Civil War. 

Was In Town Hall 

Winchester Public Library originated in 
the Town Hall. A sign near the entrance of the 
present library tells that the present struc¬ 
ture was erected in 1930-31 by Frederic C. 
Alexander. Architects were Robert Coit, 
Kilham Hopkins & Greeley. At that time the 
building committee included Ralph T. Hale, 
M. Walker Jones, James Norwell, Edgar J. 
Rich and Carl F. Woods. 

The present trustees are Andrew L. 
Nichols, chairman; Marion L. Willing, vice 
chairman; Dudley D. B. Samoiloff, 
secretary; James W. Blackham, Betsey G. 
Morion; and Edward F. O’Connell. Trustees 
are elected by Winchester voters. In the next 
election there are three openings for which 
candidates will run for library trustee - two 3- 
year terms and one 1 -year term. 

The addition to the original existing 
library came about in 1966, At that time 
'iiffany windows in the Town Hall, which had 
originally been given to the library, were 
removed and placed in the back section of the 
library looking into the reference section. One 


of the Tiffany windows depicts Gutenberg at 
his printing press. 

Mrs. Roberts is active In the American 
Library Association, on which she presently 
serves as chairman. She also serves on two 
other ALA committees and is business 
manager of the Young Adult Cooperative 
Book Review Group of Massachusetts. She 
reports that 16 teenagers volunteered to read 
books being considered for use on a national 
recommended list. Their reports during the 
summer were helpful and from this group 
several have become student reviewers for 
the Young Adult Cooperative Book Review 
Group of Massachusetts. Mrs. Roberts ex¬ 
pects to be attending an ALA meeting in 
Washington Jan. 29-30. 

She points out other special features of the 
library. In addition to books on every topic, 
the library has The Star, Life, Time and 
Scientific American magazines on microfilm.’ 
These can be read on reader-printer on loan 
from Ihe high school. 

The library has a wide selection of 
paperbacks in both the junior and adult 
libraries; record albums, tapeB, cassettes, 
maps, and a photocopy machine; and lots of 
sheet music donated by the former Mystic 
Valley Glee Club. This music is now being 
sorted out by a staff member. 

Mrs. Roberts credits the holiday 
decorations and other floral arrangements at 
the library to the generosity of the Winchester 
Home and Garden Club, the Winchester 
Garden Club and the Winchester Estates 
Garden Club. 

There are several display cabinets 
throughout the library where residents and 
organizations may feature special exhibits. 
Right now there Is a display of miniature 
furniture. And every spring the Art 
Association holds an exhibit In the library 
foyer. 

The Winchester Public Library, described 
by Mrs. Roberts as a “treasure house," ap¬ 
pears to be just that ... a house full of 
treasures for the people of Winchester.

Mullaney’s other victory came in the high 
jump, clearing five feet six inches with Chris 
Uwen of Woburn taking second place. With 
Chris Owen and Croft speeding to a near dead 
heat, and "Vic Giglio taking third spot, the 
Tanners took the only complete sweep of the 
meet. Charlie Tatarian dropped down from 
his customary 1,000-yard run. to take the GOO, 
with Andy Samoiloff getting third behind 
Jim Cronin of Woburn. 

Chris Blackburn of the Tanners won the 
1,000, as Chase Rozelle took second for the 
Sachems and Bill Rae of Woburn was third in 
a slowly run race. The final running event 
was the mile. Dave Burns led the pack with 
Mark Lanigan behind him. Third place went 
to Wayne McCue of the Tanners. 

Then came the win or lose relay. The 
Woburn boys outgamed the Sachems in the 
crucial event. It was one of the hardest fought 
meets of the season, although the per¬ 
formances were somewhat below the usual 
standards.

Chemistry Course 
To Be Self-Paced 

The grading and credit procedure for a 
programmed, multi-level, self-paced 
chemistry course was approved at a recent 
meeting of the Winchester School Committee 
for Winchester High School students. An 
evaluation of the process is anticipated at the 
end of the academic year. 

“The only one stopping him (the student) 
is himself,” science instructors accom¬ 
panying Science Director Francis X. 
Flnnigan stated of the course's format, The 
traditional college prep course In chemistry 
will continue (0 be offered. 

Students taking the course will elect either 
diploma, college prep or honors credit. They 
will receive grades according to quantity and 
quality evaluations, in other words how many 
programs completed per marking period 
together with the value of the work. Students 
will be able to change their credit program 
during the year. 

In effect, the teachers maintained, the 
school will be offering pupils a “choice in 
learning styles,” a process which is expected 
lo help the lower third of those 240 students 
electing chemistry, but actually unable to 
cope with the subject under college or 
diploma credit conditions. 

WHS Principal Vincent E. Larocco slated 
that administrators are working toward this 
form of programmed, self-paced course in 
algebra I and foreign languages. 

Committeeman Stephen R. Parkhurst was 
concerned that parents be notified of a 
student’s choice of credit program and any 
change made in program choice during the 
year, as well as a parent's knowledge of his 
child’s status in both quantity and quality of 
work at marking periods. Fear that the 
flexibility of the format might allow a student 
or parent to lose contact with actual standing 
in the course was voiced. 

In other matters the committee agreed 
that the establishment of an environmental 
education aide position was beyond the scope 
of this school department. Lack of funds 
locally and federally, as well as such stipu¬ 
lations cited in the act for a forma) education 
program and use of area colleges, were said 
to destroy chances for its formation. 

The committee was also willing to grant 
the use of Ginn Field to the Recreation 
Committee in September, provided that the 
high school field is ready. Regarding another 
request from Recreation for the use of the 
WHS tennis courts, it was stated that the 
committee would have to abide by the Rules 
and Regulations. The courts are for school 
use during school time. 

The Winchester Elementary School 
Principals Association made known its in¬ 
tention to reinstate morning milk for kin¬ 
dergarteners, o tactic which was abandoned 
with the beginning of in-school lunches at the 
elementary level. 

Under personnel items Mrs. Elaine 1. 
Rosen was elected as a 2-5lhs guidance in¬ 
structor for McCall Junior High School and 
Mrs. Imogene O. Fish was named a 3-5ths 
guidance instructor for Lynch. Their stipends 
will be $2,028 and $4,154, respectively. Per¬ 
sonnel for the adult education program was 
approved and a list of candidates for tenure 
was submitted. 

Assistant Superintendent for Personnel 
Henry B. Perry stated that the position of 
principal of the McCall Elementary School 
has been advertized within the school system. 

A decision on a request for a junior high 
tennis program made by the Winchester 
Tennis Association was deferred for a future 
agenda. Superintendent of Schools William C. 
MacDonald will meet with Dr. Richard G. 
Kadesch to discuss how much support the 
Tennis Association could lend. Cost, liability 
of the school department for participating 
students and the status of the program, 
whether Intramural or junior varsity, were 
main concerns. 

Pupil Services Director W. Howard 
Niblock was voted the power to sign a contr¬ 
act with Special Education of Education 
Mutual (SEEM)

Annual Meeting 

Donald E. McLean was re¬ 
elected to a third two-year 
term as warden and Andrew B. 
Fielding and Sally Riley were 
honored for their leadership at 
the recent annual meeting of 
the Parish of the Epiphany. 

Also re-elected to offices 
were Florence C. Jope, clerk, 
and Katharine Philbrick. 
associate treasurer, Charles N. 
Gebhard was elected 
treasurer, suceeding Fielding. 
The Rev. John J. Bishop, 
rector, paid special tribute to 
Fielding for the contribution he 
has made to the life of the 
parish over the 11 years he has 
served as treasurer. 
Representing members of the 
congregation, Dr. McLean 
presented Mrs. Riley a Three 
Crowns pin in recognition of 33 
years of service as assistant 
treasurer. 

Responsible for the direction 
of the parish is a 20-member 
vestry, composed of five of¬ 
ficers, 12 vestry members, four 
being elected each year to 
serve a three-year term, and 
three youth representatives. 
Elected lo three-year terms at 
the meeting were Stephen G. 
Nichols, Jeanne Nyere, Martin 
J. O’Donnell and Steve J. 
Poulos. Fielding was elected lo 
a two-year term. 

The parish elected members 
to the board of Christian 
education. Barbara Durland, 
Thomas G. Graid and Dudley 
Samoiloff. The nominating 
committee for the next annual 
meeting will include Stanley F. 
Harms Jr., Bradford J, 
Johnson and Mary Little. The 
delegation to the diocesan 
convention will consist of 
Deborah L. Broadhurst, 
Bradford J. Johnson and 
Benjamin T. Marshall, war¬ 
den, with Stephen W. Nichols, 
Harold K Walton and John B. 
MacLellan serving as alter¬ 
nates. 

Highpoints of the meeting 
were brief presentations by the 
wardens of the parish. After 
commending members for the 


support they had given over the 
past year, Marshall spoke 
about the new organ that will 
be installed late Ibis spring. 

His conclusion pointed to a 
personal hope for the parish, 

that our community may 
continue lo grow in individual 
Christian communication: one- 
to-one action wherever wc find 
the need and the opportunity. 
And this kind of action finds its 
well-spring in Christian love, 
not puffed up love, but simple, 
heartfelt concern which comes 
from God’s love for us. It is my 
hope that we can, in tact, be¬ 
come a truly ministering 
congregation spending our 
goods and ourselves in 
reaching out in Ihe joy of the 
Lord.” 

Dr. McLean mentioned the 
life of the church today. “All 
facets of American society 
have felt the violence of these 
turbulent years of change, Our 
educational institutions, our 
busines and labor groups, and 
even our basic family units 
have been rocked un¬ 
mercifully. 

“Our churches have fared no 
belter for they have seen the 
arena of international, national 
and local conflicts of ideals and 
values that have in many cases 
left chaos in its wake. Those 
units built on faith, mutural 
trust and strong values have 
survived. 

“Many have not. The Parish 
of the Epiphany is fortunately 
one of the survivors. Wc have 
faced several difficult 
problems together and have 
come forth a stronger although 
smaller family. We have fewer 
supporters but more generous 
and enthusiastic givers.” 

Addressing himsef to the 
financial condition of the 
parish,, and to a projected 
$ 100,000 budget, Dr. McLean 
added, “We have presented a 
deficit budgel simply because 
wc have not yet obtained 
sufficient pledges for a 
balanced one. Unlike the utility 
companies or the country club, 
your vestry cannot raise the 
rates or the dues to meet the 
erosion of inflation. 

/'We must count on each one 


to share fairly in the increase 
and no! to expect the few lo 
carry more than their fair 
share.” 

Poulos, chairman of the 1972 
canvass, spoke of a $90,000 
pledge goal in his report, and 
noted that the parish still has 
yet to raise $5,500.

School Race Dropouts Claim Neither 
Knew Other Out; Few TM Contests 


Neighbors Question Hospital 
On Expansion, Parking Plan 


Two of the four candidates for School 
Committee this week dropped out of the race, 
leaving no contests for the two seats to be 
filled.. 

In addition, according to incomplete and 
unofficial figures from the Town Clerk's 
office, there appear to be few contests in any 
of the six precincts for the 77 town meeting 
slots to be filled this year. 

In some cases. In fact, there are fewer 
candidates than there arc seats for town 
meeting contests this year. 

Withdrawing from the School Committee 
race were Vincent Calvin of 45 Calumet rd. 
and James E Kimball of 24 Cabot st. 

Both men. asked if they hod known their 
withdrawal would leave the two seats un- 
contested, said they did not. 

Kimball: “When I withdrew Galvin was 
still in to mv knowledge." 

Galvin: "I didn’t know Kimball had with¬ 
drawn." 

Kimball said he withdrew for "personal 
reasons" which he refused to specify. Galvin 
said he withdrew because he figured he was 
so much like one of the other candidates still 
In (he race -Richard L. Pharo-lhal they 
would split the vote. 


The outgoing president of the Winchester 
Business Association said Tuesday night 
excellent progress has been made on plans to 
upgrade Winchester Center and a solution is 
certain. 

James M. Olivier lauded efforts of the 
WBA to get landlords, citizens and town 
government to recognize that a serious 
prnbem exists in the center and said those 
concerned now know how to work toward 
solutions, 

Picking up that theme, incoming WBA 
presidenl Nancy Dressier said citizens, the 
press. WBA members and the town govern¬ 
ment all share one goal: “better business in 
Winchester." 

Speaking before more than 50 persons at 
the Kernwood Restaurant in Lynnfield. she 
urged those concerned to unite in their efforts 
and listed a number of problems and 
promotions the WBA should attack: 

Nights to open, store hours, tran¬ 
sportation, holidays, appearance of store 
fronts, snow removal, dirty sidewalks, 
teenage loitering, sales promotions, flea 
markets, parking and Christmas decorations, 

“All get discussed repeatedly, none get 
solved. 


Committeeman Stephen R. Parkhurst is 
the second man remaining in the contest. 

Asked why he didn’t come right out and 
support Pharo in (he first place, Galvin said 
he hadn’t known Pharo was running before he 
filed his own papers. 

Galvin said it's now too late to reconsider 
since he has told Pharo he will not run. “I 
would be telling him one thing one day and 
another another day. I never want to get 
caught doing that." 

Kimball said he thought he would have 
won “hands down" had he remained In the 
race and his withdrawal had nothing to do 
with his opponents. He also said no one spoke 
to him about withdrawing. 

"If I had realized there would be no contest 
conceivably I could have wrestled with 
personal matters and stayed in.” 

In a written statement. Galvin said he had 
conferred with Pharo and concluded they 
both felt so similar about the School Com¬ 
mittee “that the citizens of Winchester will be 
properly served by either one of us serving on 
the School Committee. 

“As Dr. Pharo has been closely associated 
with the School Committee during his tenure 
on the Finance Committee. I believe that he

Winchester Hospital officials revealed at a 
public meeting Monday plans to construct a 
two-level parking facility which they do not 
call a garage, expand the hospital building 
and an ultimate desire to erect a doctors’ 
office building. 

At a hearing before the Board of Select¬ 
men attended by about 50 residents of the 
neighborhood, hospital president Robert B. 
Kittredge outlined plans to obtain 16 more 
houses in the area surrounding the Highland 
avenue site. 

Eight houses have already been bought in 
the area bounded by Highland ave.. Fair- 
mount st. and Maple rd. to solve the parking 
problems "and have land available for future 
use." 

Kittredge, noting that residents have been 
"suspicious" over the hospital's expansion 
intentions, attempted to dispel their concern 
by slating the plans were announced at the 
hospital's annual meeting and by stating no 
expansion is planned into the valley rd. area. 

But many of the residents speaking al the 
hearing remained unconvinced. Francis A. 
Sarnie Jr. of 7 Valley rd. accused the hospital 
of a kind of "blockbusting" in its acquisition 
of houses. 

He said (he hospital, contrary lo what it 
has publicly declared, is actively seeking 
houses and has. in fact, indirectly forced 
homeowners lo sell because once the 
hospital's design becomes known “no one else 
will buy.” 

Purpose of the hearing was the hospital's 
immediate need for more parking. The 
selectmen were interested in getting the 
feelings of residents on the board’s offer to 
lease 22Highland ave., across the street. This 
would provide 200 to 225 more spaces at an 


Last week's ice storm had kids all over 
town skating on the streets. Here Joan 
Tourtellot, 14, and her sister, Susan, 12, 


estimated construction cost to the hospital of 
$55,000 to $60,000. 

The hospital wants to expand its present 
oul-potiont facility lo accommodate in¬ 
creasing use there, relocating its intensive 
care unit and providing more facilities. Their 
plans do not include increasing the number of 
beds. 

Plans also include construction of a two- 
level "garage" for 60 cars below ground and 
89 above on the Highland ave. side, According 
to Kittredge, the hospital really needs space 
for 500 cards. 

A number of residents expressed concern 
generally about the increase in hospital 
construction in the Boston area, which is 
passed along to the medical consumer in 
higher Blue Cross and Blue Shield rates, they 
said. 

Patrick Murphy *of 29 Highland ave. said 
hospitals in the Boston area are in a building 
competition, resulting in 2,700 empty beds In 
Metropolitan Boston. Murphy is convinced 
Winchester Hospital wants to become a 
regional facility. The hospital denies this. 

None of the residents spoke in favor of the 
plans. 

James F, Falzano Jr. of 40 Highland ave., 
noting that the hospital wants to buy land 
down to Forest st., said, “Before you know it, 
they will want to go across the street. And 
(hen who knows where." He said demolition 
of the town-rented house at 22 Highland ave. 
for parking will result in a tax loss for the 
town. 

Kittredge said the basic problem is that 
the hospital was constructed in 1917 on five 
acres of land. It then had 44 beds, now 200. 
When the hospital was considering relocating.

lie said, a minimum of 20 acres was recom¬ 
mended. 

The bid to move came in the mid*1960's, he 
said, but fell through when Choate Hospital 
hacked out of a merger plan. The Winchester- 
Woburn-Burlington area was being con¬ 
sidered as a site, he said. 

Another plan, to build a garage, was 
abandoned because of expense and the 
likelihood the garage would have to be 
eventually demolished for hospital expansion, 
he said. 

He also touched on a desire by the hospital 
to build n doctors’ office building next to the 
hospital. He said It “makes good sense," He 
gave no indication when it would be built and 
said it wasn't being proposed at this point 

Hospital administrator Reese E. James 
said a medical building would provide belter 
care and be more convenient for doctors. He 
also said each year the hospital's "needs 
become more aggravated and acute.” 
Changes in medical care require new ser¬ 
vices, new personnel, more out-patients and 
more cars, he said. 

“The hospital has to keep pace with 
changes in medical care if it is to continue to 
be first class.” He said more parking space 
would relieve the congestion on Highland ave. 

He listed a number of educational 
programs at the hospital and said many of 
them can’t expand because of space dif¬ 
ficulties.

Land Court Judge Joseph B. Silvirio rules 
the zoning by-law enacted at a special town 
meeting Feb. 3 "a valid exercise of 
authority." 

Town Counsel l,conard J. Mullen said 
First Carriage must wait until another suit 
brought by residents against Sarah Moss, the 
owner, is decided before construction can 
begin on the apartment project. 

The local Board of Appeals approved a 
permit for Mrs. Moss. Because the residents 
appealed that permit, Mrs. Moss brought her 
own suit in Land Court seeking to overturn the 
meeting zoning action and thus freeing her 85 
acres for construction. 

Mrp. Moss, represented by tier husband, 
Jack, argued that the town by prohibiting 
apartments violated the 14th amendment to 
the U. S. Constitution. Moss said exclusion of 
apartments, zones out people who need 
apartments, calling the town meeting action 
“arbitrary, unreasonable, capricious and 
whimsical." 

He said further that a prohibition on 
upartments “completely frustrates a 
population spread and ignores a well known 
fact of the tremendous demand and need for 
apartments in un expanding population." 

The town meeting action in February 
permitted gurden apartments in town but 
didn’t vote any specific area for their 
establishment. 

Mullen argued that failure to provide for 
apartments doesn’t make the zoning by-laws 
unconstitutional. “The only question was 
whether it would be unconstitutional as 
applied to the plaintiff's land," Mullen told 
the court. 

The town also questioned the suitability of 
building'apartments in a residential neigh¬ 
borhood of largely single homes und defended 
use of zoning by-luws in promoting “the 
heullh, safety, convenience, morals or 
welfare” of the inhabitants. 

Mullen cited legal precedent in enacting 
new zoning classification without 
simultaneously placing any area of a town in 
the new district.

Planning Board Revises Its Zoning Plan, Will Try Again 


The Winchester Planning Board is 
revising its zoning proposal of two years ago 
for presentation at a special town meeting, 
(date lo be set) with the aim of avoiding the 
imbroglio of two years ago. 

The board wants a complete revision ot the 
town zoning laws, which were passed in 1924 
and though amended through the years 
remain basically the same. 

Unlike two years ago, the board, with one 
exception, is not asking for rezoning of cer¬ 
tain areas. The board seeks, instead, an 
update of the complete zoning regulations 
covering the town generally. 

Planning Board Chairman Otto E. 
Schaefer says there are several reasons the 
town needs a new zoning law. “One of the 
most important is'lo eliminate the mixed uses 
permitted under the existing law which 
reflects the thinking and life styles of the 
early 1020 s, when the present law was 
originally enacted." 

This, along with the old style industrial 
district in the present law, has allowed heavy 
industry uses lo exist alonBide single 
residences “much to the discomfort of 
residents of Hill street and other parts of 


Precinct 6. particularly." 

The new zoning proposal will have 
mutually exclusive districts and proposes to 
have a light industrial district. Schaefer 
points out (hat existing heavy industrial 
district uses must be allowed to continue 
under stale law "but at least no further 
problems of mixed usage can be created. And 
hopefully old industrial areas will gradually 
be converted lo more profitable and more 
acceptable uses as lime goes on." 

A second need for new zoning, according to 
Schaefer, is lo provide for apartment districts 
with controls for density and provision for 
site-plan approval. The Planning Board 
chairman points out that the town meeting 
voted to remove all apartment uses from the 
old law nearly 10 years ago after development 
of the Parkview Apartments "made it clear 
that the town did not have sufficient provision 
for controlling major apartment develop¬ 
ments." 

The Planning Board has given the problem 
long and careful study, Schaefer says, with 
the assistance of two different consultants. It 
concluded that a complete revision of the old 
by-law was the only feasible way to im¬ 
plement modern zoning concepts which in¬ 


clude density controls, off-street parking 
regulations and a mechanism for approval of 
site development. 

A third reason for a new law listed by 
Schaefer is the confusion and ambiguities 
caused by overlap between the present zoning 
and building laws. Regulations governing lot 
size, frontage and placement of buildings on 
the lot “properly" belong in the zoning law 
and the proposed new zoning includes these 
area and dimensional requirements in one 
concise table. 

“This would replace the present hodge¬ 
podge of rules and regulations scattered 
through both the zoning and building laws 
which leave some ambiguities and 
loopholes.” 

Finally, Schaefer points out that the 
proposed by-law would "do much to clarify 
the many questions regarding non¬ 
conformities. The old by-law deals with them 
in a very general way which is very 
restrictive in one sense but lacks provision for 
clear definition. The proposed by-law makes 
precise distinctions between non-conforming 
uses and non-conforming buildings or lots." 

In general, the new law would treat non¬ 
conformities in much the same way as 


the present law means lo. hut makes it easier 
for the town and property owner to recognize 
what is a non-conformity, he said It also 
provides a means to certify the lego) 
existence of a non-conforming use lor the 
property owner’s benefit. 

According to Schaefer, the board will not 
seek to rezone any land into districts different 
from their current zone, with the possible 
exception of Winchester Center. If 
regulations for a mid-rise apartment district, 
nowbeing studied by town counsel Leonard J 
Mullen, are approved, the board hope to 
recommend that some areas in the center he 
rezoned for apartments 

The Hanning Board has given nigh 
priority to the problems of Winchester Center 
and commissioned consultants C'andcub, 
Fleissig & Associates to study the economics 
of the center. They concluded, according to 
Schaefer, that the local merchants are getting 
only a small portion of the town’s purchasing 
power, so that some increased retail business 
could be accommodated. 

“The available area is far larger than 
would be required for any growth in retailing 
which can be reasonably expected," Schaefer 
said. 


Candeub. Fleissig also found that the 
market lor commercial gffice space or other 
types of commercial development docs not 
promise to upgrade the large areas of under¬ 
utilized or deteriorating real estate 

On the other hand, they did find a strong 
murket for high grade apartments in Win¬ 
chester. Studies of the Winchester Housing 
Authority also indicute a large demand for 
low or moderate rental housing units, for 
elderly citizens 

"Because of extraordinary high property 
values in Winchester Center, the consultants 
advised the Planning Board," according lo 
Schaefer, “that relatively high density 
apartment usage appears lo be the only 
feasible type of use to effect any significant 
reversal of I he decay setting in in Winchester 
Center." 

The Planning Board’s zoning proposal in 
1971 included an apartment district which 
permitted buildings of up to 100 feet in height 
and 16 stories 

The overall proposal failed to get the 
necessary two-thirds approval of the town 
meeting, losing by 13 voles. Schaefer con¬ 
cedes that there was definite opposition then 


to the proposed 10-story buildings. 

As a result, the proposed new by-law being 
reviewed by Town Counsel Mullen has some 
changes in the allowed height. How high 
Schaefer won’t say al this point. The proposal 
also contains provisions which Schaefer 
believes will be strong inducements to 
developers to provide enclosed parking. 

The Planning Board chairman said, 
however, that for a given density -- number of 
dwelling units per thousand square feet of 
land area - some "sensible compromise 
between height and mass must be made. Our 
board believes that a few good apartment 
buildings in Winchester Center can increase 
assessed values by several millions of dollars 
without significant added expense to the 
town." 

Apartments, Schaefer said, "could also 
play a key role in revitalizing the economy of 
the center, But the density required means we 
must either permit them to go up in the air to 
some degree or cover every square foot of 
land with lower buildings."

Selectmen Want 
Little Tax Rise 


The Board of Selectmen this week notified 
the Finance Committee of its concern in 
keeping the tax rale from rising above a few 
dollars. 

Selectman John J. Sullivan asked the 
board to go on record as recommending 
against any tax increase. He said if there is 
good Judgment by town boards the $61 rate 
could remain the same. 

9 “We’ve shown we can do it without a 
reduction in services,” he said in reference to 
last year’s slight dip in the rate. “We should 
say we would like the Finance Committee to 
km w this and ask them to calculate the tax 
ine'ease, identifying the areas of the in¬ 
crease, and have the boards concerned all get 
tog >ther to reduce any possible increase down 
to z«ro.” 

he added that the selectmen’s leadership 
in this area could influence the town meeting. 

But Selectman Vito A. Giarrizzo, 1972 
chairman of Finance, said a zero tax increase 
is impossible considering salary increases of 
town employees. ”We would have to lighten 
the belt further.” he said, meaning cut ser¬ 
vices. 

Sullivan disagreed, saying he thought the 
likely tax change “in the zero to $3 range” 
even with salary increases. 

Though the selectmen intend to fight on the 
town meeting floor for reinstatement of 
certain items recommended cut by Finance- 
a man in the Highway Dept., for instance-the 
board nevertheless sent its feelings to 
Finance that there should be little or no in¬ 
crease. 

Sullivan said the town’s austerity budget 
of last year "increased the efficiency of the 
departments 20percent.” He thought revenue 
sharing might offset some of the increased 
salary expenses. 


At its last Thursday meeting Finance 
restored cuts it made in the Police Depart¬ 
ment budget but failed to-muster the two- 
thirds vote necessary to reopen discussion on 
Fire and Highway departent cuts. 

The Board of Selectmen at its regular 
meeting Monday held a closed session with 
the Personnel Board. Following that 
meeting, Selectman Chairman Paul F, Amico 
announced that the board is requesting 
Finance to add $1,500 lo the budget for con¬ 
tractual services in order to evaluate the 
salaries of department heads. 

Personnel asked for the selectmen’s 
support to reopen this item so possible 
“inequities” in salaries of the 13 supervisory 
personnel can be corrected.

Philip B. Goodwin 
Omitted From List 

EDITOR OK THE STAR: 

The name of Philip B. Goodwin was not 
included in the memorial tribute appearing 
on the front page of The Star issue of Feb. 1, 
1973. 

I feel somewhat responsible for this 
omission. Relying on my memory in 
responding to a telephone call to my home 
from Mr. MacDonnell of The Star, I inad¬ 
vertently failed to mention Philip B. Good¬ 
win’s name.

These records have as their 
source the several issues of The Star con¬ 
taining the tragic news of the death of each of 
the servicemen from Winchester. 

The Star issue of Feb. 6, 1970, carried the 
sad news of the death of Philip B. Goodwin in 
an Army Hospital, Yokohama. Japan, from 
injuries received in action in Vietnam. 

1 am acutely sensitive to the discomfort 
and distress this omission may well have 
induced and I herewith tender my personal, 
as well as public, apology to the Goodwin 
family. Strive as one may toward perfection, 
mistakes are made and errors inevitably 
occur. When these lapses cause hurt to others, 
they are that much more regrettable. 

My thanks to The Star for providing the 
means to record the foregoing and to convey 
my humble apology to the Goodwin family.

Of Vegetables 


By Fran Ver Planck 
Winchester Historical Society 

In the recent work of the Winchester 
Historical Society to catalogue papers and 
artifacts on Tuesday evenings at the Win¬ 
chester Public Library many interesting 
tidbits of Winchester’s early history have 
come to light in the elegant scrapbook 
prepared by Martha Rand, a charter member 
of the Winchester Historical Society. 

Many of the subsequent articles in this 
column, Winchester's Past, will be based 
upon materials from this source. (It is hoped 
that our readers will be fully supportive of a 
bill before the Massachusetts legislature to 
appropriate money to towns and cities for 
their archives. Without this valuable 
assistance much material of interest to our 
descendants may be lost.) 

Quoted from The Spectator, April 30, I88B 

“The largest load of vegetables of the kind, 
ever delivered in Boston Market on a single 
wagon, was sent from this town early Monday 
morning. Two hundred and one bushels of 
spinach and dandelions, weighing about two 
and a half tons, were loaded and driven to the 
city, from the farm of one of the most suc¬ 
cessful of our market gardeners. Much 
rivalry has existed in this vicinity and also at 
the market in Boston as to who had and who 
could deliver safely the greatest quantity of 
greens in one load. 

“The farmers of Winchester generally 
contribute their share of the vegetables sold 
in the city and have always been noted for 
their large and frequent loads disposed of in

that market especially at this time of year. 
But the honor of carrying the most at one time 
has been shared by their neighbors in 
Belmont and Arlington. And so when it 
became known that an attempt would be 
made to break the record, the interest was so 
great that a large crowd gathered to see the 
start and some followed It almost to the finish. 

“It was a sight well worth seeing and 
looked more like a house moving down the 
street, than anything else discrenable. Some 
thought it would tip over; —others that the 
wagon would surely yield to the great weight 
and all looked at It with feelings of suspicion 
and doubt. 

“One well-known gentleman, who in his 
day thought his load of seventy-two bushels 
something never to be equaled, offered to 
'pilot that load in and deliver it safely for a 
five dollar bill.' But his offer was declined, as 
no unnecessary risks could be taken, and he 
watched its departure from his piazza without 
even a smile. 

“A large crowd welcomed the safe arrival 
of the monster at the market, and amid 
congratulations from friends, the record was 
declared broken and a prize awarded. 

“It may be some time before a load of this 
kind will be moved again, yet any one of my 
readers who desire to see large quantities of 
all kinds of vegetables, both in the field and in 
their preparation for market, will visit the 
farm of Purrington and Jones on the west side 
of town. Their trip, I assure them will be of 
interest and worth remembering. There, all 
kinds of garden vegetables can be obtained in 
their season, and of a kind and quality un¬ 
surpassed anywhere.”

"Keep a poem in your pocket ..." 

Who does not respond to poetry, the sound of word on word, set in rhyme 
and rhythm? Who does not remember some favorite poetry of childhood? be 
it “Humpty Dumpty," "Roses are red," "The Lord is my shepherd," 
"Trees,” or "Plppa’s song." 

From their earliest years humans react to poetry, so it is never too soon 
to begin to speak verse to a child. Children are led to the enjoyment of 
poetry by listening, hearing the sounds of words, melody and movement. It 
is meant to be heard with the rhythm often holding the listener before the 
meaning reaches him. 

For most youngsters, Mother Goose is usually an introduction to this 
special area of literature. Children don't realize it is "poetry," meter and 
rhyme, as it is such a casual introduction. Older children, too, should have 
such a painless exposure to verse. They should hear many poems read aloud 
and read frequently so they will be encouraged to explore poetry for 
themselves. 

The next step after Mother Goose is a good anthology of poetry. In such a 
volume, little by little the explorer finds his favorites and the experience of 
reading or hearing enough poetry to find out what there is in this realm for 
him. The following suggestions of anthologies hopefully will "not only show 
the way, but give so sweet a prospect into the way as will entice any man to 
enter into it ..."

Arbuthnot - "Time for Poetry." Over 700 poems for very young children 
through junior high school. 

Blishen - "Oxford Book of Poetry for Children." Poetry from nursery 
rhyme to serious verse with Brian Wildsmith’s outstanding illustration.

The Coffin Fund is for books on psychical 
(not physical) research. The fund gifts ac¬ 
cepted at the January special town meeting 


were for $4,500, $2,000 and $5,000. The library 
uses only the investment income from these 
gifts after they are invested by the Com¬ 
missioners of Trust Funds. 

Oil portraits In the Smith Room are of 
Abraham Burbank Coffin, David Nelson 
Skillings and Ettore Caser, who painted the 
mural over the fireplace. Mr. Smith's portrait 
is a photograph. Mr, Caser was a protegee of

First, of course, It is a privilege to be chosen by your 
neighbors to represent them in Town Government. And 1 be¬ 
lieve in this form of government for our Town. Paid executives. 
If you can find the right ones, may be more efficient. But 
something very precious is loat in the process. Government 
and people are drawn apart and moat of us, I think, would feel 
that we're up against a "system" instead of committee groups 
composed of the beat qualified of our neighbors. 

But 1 am not against change. There's a lot that can be done 
to make our kind of government work better, raise Its efficiency 
and Increase its effectiveness.

As such, I was no longar 
assigned to one or two areas of government, but became Involved 
in all the areas from schools to public works; parks to police 

and fire - different phases of Winchester's government. 

Often I was confronted with two opposing viewpoints concerning 
the same problem. It was my responsibility to "bridge the gap." 
And from this I've learned the necessity of pulling together for 
the good of the Town. And if ever this was needed, it's needed 


1 guess this is another reason I am running for the Board of 
Selectmen. Over the past years I just got drawn into the work¬ 
ings of our connunlty. Firat as a Town Meeting Member for tan 
years, than on various community committees and finally the 
Finance Committee. It's been fascinating and sometimes frus¬ 
trating. I've had fun, but I've also been furloua once in a- 
vhlle. But moat of all it's been rewarding to look back and 
see that something poeltlve hae bean accomplished, 

So, I hope you'll let me be your Selectman by voting for me on 
March 5th,

A Review 


Work Of Many Went Into 
Happy 6 What’s Happening?’

come hear the band; come blow your 
horn, start celebrating; right this way your 
table's waiting ...” And so began the Winton 
Club's 52nd annual revue playing to a full 
house each night last week. 

Each year when the community is settling 
down after the holidays, the Winton Club 
members begin to recruit persons who will 
sing, dance, paint, hammer, sew, sell, 
measure and decorate so that another suc¬ 
cessful program will benefit Winchester 
Hospital. As in the past, these talents give 
their all. 

“What's Happening?", directed and 
staged by Robert and Dorothy Canessa, was 
the smoothest production in the past several 
yearB. This could be attributed to the general 
theme of the revue; the behind-the-scenes • 
work that is necessary for a successful and 
enjoyable program followed by the finished 
and polished program itself. The cast, crew 
and audience were led through a series of 
tryouts, lighting experiments, make-up, 
rehearsals and stage crew problems until the 
routines and mechanics of the program were 
perfected and the audience was presented 
with a production. Act One traced the 
rehearsals and tryouts while Act Two gave 
the final product. 

The plot began with Vincent Carr as the 
director conducting auditions and wondering 
"will there really be a show?" Dianne Glines 
opened the show with the musical theme 
"Cabaret.” This tryout was followed by a new 
addition to the Winton Club show, Carol 
O'Shaughnessy singing the theme "Cabaret.” 
The Bard of Lynch, Bob Fitzgerald, showed 
the audience that early in his career some 
time was given to public speaking. His poem 
and the delivery were terrific. Although her 
appearance was brief, Mimi Bennett left a 
lasting impression on the director and the 
audience as she swung her way across the 
stage in a way Tamiliar to any well-trained 
eye. Ms.’s Armstrong, Bennink, Bradlee, 
Moore, Randlett, Wadsworth and Wild had 
director Carr in a frenzy as they practiced the 
"drill." This Iryout looked like a series of 
near-collisions a la Storrow Drive; the ladles 
took off a "mixed-up drill" to a lee. 

Attention was then shifted to the dance 
floor as Ms.’s Fiore, Harvey, Paulson, 
Perkins and Preston entertained with a jazz 
number followed by Ms.’s Broadhurst, 
Cooper, Corso and Vallee tapping their way 
into the scene. The mUud chorus brought 
attention back to the stage and announced via 
song that the show was officially on its way. 

Talent nighl continued with the High 
Steppers, a dance routine shown in two 
parts—the rehearsal group and the "official” 
group. This effect of staging and production 


was one of the ways that kept the program 
running at a smooth pace. 

Dianne Glines had her work cut out for her 
as she tried to lead Doctors Benson, Curtin, 
Evens, Gibson, Griesemer, Hunter, Johnson, 
Kauffmann, MacDonald, McCarthy, 
McDonough. McLean, O'Grady, Parkhursl, 
Rooney, Taylor and Virnelli in a soft-shoe to 
the tune "Cecelia.” It was the doctors’ first 
audition for director Carr; hoepfully their 
operating room techniques came easier. 

"Light Up on Love” was an enjoyable 
medley with Catherine Gill singing "Love 
Walked Right In," Theresa Wright was 
"Falling In Love with Love” and Don Getson 
singing "I’m in the Mood for Love." The 
chorus followed with: Lei’s Fall in Love, 
What 1 b This Thing Called, Love, Love Is 
Sweeping the Country and Love Is Just 
Around the Corner. The chorus and the 
soloists were enjoying themselves and this 
feeling carried itself to the audience, The 
singers received a lengthy ovation. 

Mary and Jim Smith were the “decorative 
duet” as they questioned each other with "I 
Wonder Why? "The Smiths were teamed with 
the Scenic Steppers as they danced to modern 
rock coupled with a psychedelic background. 

The "make-up rehearsal” showed us that 
things are not what they seem. This point was 
made as the Bolero dancers—Cuddles Carter, 
Coy Cooper, Groovy Gannon, Luscious Lee, 
Kutie Keene and Winsome Wark—appeared 
on stage in iridescent outfits. They were 
solemn as they synchronized their routine 
until capes were opened and the audience was 
treated to a burlesque act done in the dark. 

"Does your mother know you're out, 
Cecelia?" brought us back to the second 
audition for the M.D.’s—Muddled Dancers. 
They were on the road to improvement slowly 
but surely.

ave. would be fenced, landscaped and lighted. 

It would be for employee parking. 

Selectman John J. Sullivan said the town 
has no immediate need for the land. At one 
time it was considered for use for expansion 
of the Washington School. 

The land would remain town property and 
would revert to town use once the hospital 
finished with it. Sullivan said the Board of 
Appeals, which must approve the parking 
plan, could write into the agreement that a 
new hearing must take place if the hospital 
asks for more parking. Stipulation could also 
be made on rental fee. 

Town Meeting Member William Ryerson 
said the land was originally bought by the 
town for public use and the hospital is not 
public. Town meeting approved its 
acquisition. 

“I gave my trust to the Board of Selectmen 
to hold it for expansion. It seems to me you 
are violating that trust.” Selectman William 
G. Chapman, who as a member of the 
Planning Board convinced the town meeting 
it should buy the laf, said the land was not 
bought specifically for expansion of 
Washington School but for "any public use." 

Selectman Paul F. Amico, chairman, said 
the board will announce its results sometime 
after next week. Board of Appeals and town 
meeting action is still required.

commission. At the meeting he said he talked 
with Selectmen Amico and Sullivan prior to 
the meeting and didn’t feel any more 
discussion was necessary. 

Amico stated that Holland's not getting the 
appointment "was not derogatory to you." 

The board took no action on a request from 
the MDC to dig up Forest street from Spot 
Pond In Stoneham to Woburn at Washington 
street and Montvale avenue to improve water 
connections to Woburn. The board felt that 
because Forest street was recently repaved it 
wanted more information on need and 
alternatives being taking action. 

A request was received from the Mystic 
Valley Assoc, for Retarded, Inc., asking for 
some money from the town's revenue sharing 
funds. 

"This is the only facility of this type in this 
area," Mystic wrote. "The interest being 
generated in improving facilities for the 
retarded citizen makes this project one of 
high priority. It is essential we receive ad¬ 
ditional funds to sustain and improve our 
activities in this area.” Communication was 
written by Richard B. Moff, president. 

The board will let Moff know that the 
town’s revenue sharing will be applied to 
reducing the tax rate. 

In a final matter, the board received a 
letter from Supt. of Schools William C. Mac¬ 
Donald saying the School Department has 
had to make many cuts in its budget and does 
not have the funds to establish an en¬ 
vironmental education aide. 

Fran Ver Planck recently requested the 
selectmen to approve such a position; They 
referred it to the School Committee. Mac¬ 
Donald said he investigated use of federal 
funds but this would "involve much more 
than we can undertake at this time. 

"We would like Mrs. Ver Planck to know 
that we have appreciated her excellent work 
and regret that we cannot add her to our 
professional staff.” Mrs. Ver Planck has been 
acting as an environmental aide on a 
voluntary basis.

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Civil Defense, 
Rescue Truck 
Board Items 


Civil defense, the hiring of an assistant 
building commissioner and the purchase of a 
rescue truck were discussed at a recent 
meeting of the Board of Selectmen this week. 

Though ending the town’s civil service 
system remains a possibility, the board is 
going In contact a resident who expressed 
interest in assuming the part-time post. 

Chairman Paul Amico said: “In terms of 
energy, part-time help is not going to do the 
job We're kidding ourselves. In an 
emergency. 1 wouldn't want any confusion 
over control," 

Building Cmsr, Butler McDonald 
discussed the hiring of an assistant and said 
the man should have an electrician's license. 
McDonald, who is thinking of retiring, was 
recently re-appointed for another year by the 
board. 

“It’s going to be very difficult to replace 
Butler McDonald.” Selectman John J. 
Sullivan said. "It looks to me that the people 
who have applied to date don't have the 
necessary licenses and qualifications to 
warrant Butler’s endorsement.” The position 
will pay $ 11,000 a year. 

Sullivan thinks the town should eventually 
place the Building department under the 
Engineering Department. The selectmen 


then went into a 15-minute closed session to 
discuss “a personality" . one of the ap¬ 
plicants. When they finally opened the doors 
they said they would rc-advertise for ap¬ 
plicants. 

A $26,800 rescue truck is being recom¬ 
mended to town meeting for purchase under 
civil defense, $9,000 of the cost reimbursed by 
the federal government.

The town meeting-named Waste Disposal 
Problems Study Committee has just hired the 
consulting firm of Anderson-Nichols to come 
up with plans for having the town incinerator 
meet federal and state air pollution stan¬ 
dards. 

Slack tests done in November showed that 
incinceralor emissions are “considerably 
above the allowable emission for a 
municipal incinerator.” The incinerator 
must mecl the government standards by 1975 
or close down. 

Committee Chairman Vartkes K. Karaian 
said it is too early to say how much the 
corrective work will cost. “It could run up to 
the hundreds of thousands of dollars," he 
guessed. 

The incinerator cost $500,000 to build in 
1961. Since then, another $500,000 has been 
spent for repairs. When the facility was built 
it met the emission standards of that time. 
Since then, new standards have been put into 
effect. 

The 1971 town meeting established the 
study committee to probe problems of waste 
disposal generally in the community. The 
incinerator has been one of the committee’s 
concerns. Anderson-Nichols’ work is ex¬ 
pected to cost about $15,000. 

Karaian’s committee hopes to have 
Anderson-Nichols’ report in time for action at 
the town’s next special town meeting. They 
had hoped for action at the annual March 
meeting but see little likelihood the report will 
be concluded by then. 

Anderson-Nichols have been asked to 
come up with alternatives for correcting the 
emission problem. The special town meeting 
would then be asked to select one of the 


alternatives and appropriate funds for the 
work. 

The November stack tests showed the 
incinerator emitting 1.71 grains of par¬ 
ticulates per standard cubic foot. The 
allowable cmitions level is only .10 grains. 

The Winchester Environmental Protection 
Association has been interested in the 
problems of Ihe incinerator and recently 
heard Chairman Karaian explain that 
upgrading the incinerator is advisable for the 
next five to ten years, but after that regional 
incineration is the solution. 

A 1965 stale permits two or more com¬ 
munities lo form a region to solve mutual 
waste problems, he said, but only a few have 
been established. He predicted lo regional 
facility for the Boston area for the next five 
years unless it is built privately. 

The reason: No community wants all the 
traffic and waste such a facility would 
generate. 

In his talk, Karaian explained that in 
addition to air and water pollution, there is 
land pollution caused by increased production 
or goods and expanding population. He said 
huge amounts of solid waste is the result. 

In 1972,according to Karaian, the estimate 
was just under six lb. of waste a person per 
day in the United States. The national cost for 
handling this: $3 billion a year, he said. 

This domestic budget item is exceeded 
only by appropriations for roads and schools. 
Solid waste includes such refuse as garbage, 
(rash, ash and street sweeping. 

WEPA is holding a planning meeting on 
Feb. 15. 


Council On Aging 
To See 300 Persons 

The help and opinions of up to 300 Win¬ 
chester residents age 62 and over will be 
sought in personal interviews conducted by 
the Committee for a Winchester Council on 
Aging in order to identify the requirements of 
the town’s older citizens. 

Dr. Richard Norberg, chairman of the 
survey committee, and represenative of the 
Winchester Jaycees, one of the sponsors of 
the survey, announced that between 75 and 90 
adult volunteer interviewers will talk with 
approximately 10 percent of the town's senior 
citizens. 

Those interviewed will be selected at 
random from among Winchester’s 2,700 older 
residents. They will be contacted by letter, 
followed by a phone call from the interviewer 
for an appointment, 

The Interviews, which win take place 
between Feb. 13 and 21, will contain 46 
questions designed to help determine what 
programs and services are most desired by 
senior citizens. 

Besides the Jaycees interviewers have 
volunteered from the Winchester Ecumenical 
Association and the Committee for a Win¬ 
chester Council on Aging,

A new mill 
was built that year as a result 
of the railroad. It was located 
on the Aberjona River and 
attracted many small in¬ 
dustries nearby. 

There were at least two 
sash and blind business, a 
dye shop, two machine shops 
and a factory producing 
leather splitting furniture. In 
part of the mill itself was a 
shoe-pegging machine in¬ 
vented by Amos Whittemore, a 
resident. "It was one of the 
earliest and most ingenious 
articles of shoe machinery 
made in this country!" ac¬ 
cording to "History of Win¬ 
chester" by Henry Smith 
Chapman.

The 1970's. 

They are separated by more than 
just the three and one-quarter centuries 
between them. Man's existence has 
grown brighter through the growth in 
quality and quantity of education with 
a consequent broad dissemination of 
information and thought. Life is more 
comfortable and safer. Indeed man has 
advanced further in these past three- 
hundred years than in his entire pre¬ 
vious existence. 

The printed word is behind it all. 

Without it a man's experience 
is circumscribed, his reach is shortened, 
his voice is small.

In 1639 the printed word was 
University Press of Cambridge. 

In the 1970's that word is still 

heard. 

For over three-hundred and thir¬ 
ty years University Press has existed, 
grown and prospered. A variety of 
homes, a variety of leaders, a variety of 
jobs and people to do them have all 
come and gone, but University Press 
is still continuing to grow. 


It seems incredible that an organ¬ 
ization rooted in such a far distant 
past could remain workable today and, 
more important, tomorrow. And in¬ 
credible it is, but true. 

The secret is tradition. Not the 
kind of tradition’ that brings cobwebs 
and echoes, not the stale, stodgy tra¬ 
dition of thought that says, "good 
enough for your grandfather is good 
enough for you." The tradition of 
University Press is a tradition of values, 
a tradition of growth predicated upon 
the principles of Leadership, Excel¬ 
lence and Versatility. 

In 1639 University Press was a 
leader with the first printing press in 
the colonies — more than a century 
before the United States was born. It 
was the famous Daye Press, a thing of 
tympans, coffins and friskets, actually 
little more than a converted fruit press. 
The leadership continued in the years 
that followed: University Press owned 
and used the first Adams Hoe Press 
and later the first Cylinder Presses 
made in the United States. In the early 
20th century University Press printed 
the magazine "The Printer's Art" which 
helped to raise the level of craftsman¬ 
ship and creativity in the printing 
industry. The tradition of leadership 
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is as strong today as it was in the 
beginning, backed by the most modern 
equipment, design and technical skill 
available to the printing industry. It 
is compact and complete, a printer's 
joy. 

In 1639 University Press con¬ 
cerned itself with excellence in both 
co’ntent and production. The Whole 
Booke of Psalmes and The Indian 
Bible, both collector's items now, were 
some of the very earliest titles. Since 
then have come works by Emerson, 
Thoreau, Hawthorne, Whittier, Long¬ 
fellow and Holmes. Of course the 
reputation for excellence in printing 
has much to do with the choice by 
many Bible publishers to use the facil¬ 
ities of University Press. The Book of 
Mormon and works by Mary Baker 
Eddy have also been done by the Press. 
And when John F. Kennedy chose 
University Press to print the limited 
edition of As We Remember Joe, ded¬ 
icated to his deceased older brother, 
quality dictated the choice. 

In 1639 University Press began 
a tradition of versatility. The output 
of the press contained everything from 
Bibles to broadsides. The tradition was 
and is a healthy one. Each job is dif¬ 
ferent, offering challenges and rewards 


of its own, so there can be no boredom, 
no stagnation, no growing old. Each 
new job stimulates the imagination and 
widens the horizons. In a time of 
specialization, University Press has 
stayed young by refusing to specialize. 
It has achieved what may be the per¬ 
fect size: neither so large as to be 
burdened by bureaucracy nor so small 
as to be limited in capabilities. At one 
and the same time the job docket 
might contain a new edition of a Bible, 
a pamphlet on ecology, a direct mail 
advertising campaign that has been 
created completely by the Press Art 
Department, from logo and sig to copy 
and illustration, and a new book from 
a private publisher. And as to what 
tomorrow holds, imagination is the 
key and the limit. 

Leadership, excellence and ver¬ 
satility. Their tradition was begun at 
University Press in 1639. It thrives at 
University Press today. Leadership, ex¬ 
cellence and versatility are the reasons 
why University Press has been in ex¬ 
istence longer than the oldest printers 
and still is as young and vital as the 
youngest.

DMC has developed a line of 
data conversion products 
which interface the real world 
with computers and related 
equipment. For instance, the 
firm has developed component 
hardware used for air traffic 
control systesm. ThlB hard¬ 
ware will convert high speed 
information from the system 


for visual presentation on 
display consoles. These air 
traffic control systems take the 
information obtained from 
radars and process and 
analyze it. 

After the information on the 
flight path of an aircraft has 
been analyzed and checked 
against the positions of other 
aircraft in the area, the in¬ 
formation Is displayed on a 
board for controllers’ use in 
airport towers. DMC also 
manufactures modular 
products used In radars. 

DMC’s products are used in 
other applications. They have 
developed components for use 
In factory automation systems 
and Improved systems for 
acquisition of data from test 
structures such as jet engines 
and airplane parts. 

In addition, DMC products 
are used in medical elec¬ 
tronics. The firm proposed a 
system using products it 
manufactures to improve the 
fidelity of heart beat Blgnals 
which can be used in mobile 
heart clinics for detecting 
heart ailments. 


DMC products are used in 
microwave data links for data 
communication radar 
research projects and in 
systems of processing of 
seismic data for oil ex¬ 
ploration. 

It has a large national 
market and distributes in 
Europe and Japan.

Winchester Carton Corp. of 
50 Cross st. is a major, 
manufacturer of popcorn 
boxes, bakery boxes and boxes 
to contain such'food as frozen 
food, pizza, clams and French 
fried potatoes. 

Started in 1950 as a 
manufacturer of folding 
cartons serving the custom 
printed folding box market, 
Winchester Carton has ex¬ 
panded over the years from 15 
employees to 160. 

The period between 1950 
and 1960 ‘was one of slow 
growth for the company, which 
added more equipment and 
gradually became specialized 
in making carry-out trays and 
popcorn boxes, in addition to 
custom products. 

The next five years saw 
Winchester Carton gradually 
change its marketing ap¬ 
proach, producing items used 
by the fast food and theater 
Industry for quick-service 
packaging. 


The company expanded out 
of state in 1966, starting a 
manufacturing operation in 
Springfield, Ohio, to service 
national accounts, which 
began to appear at this time. 

An additional plant was 
udded in 1968 in Eutaw, Ala., 
and the Ohio operation was 
made into a warehouse and 
sales office. By this time a 
great amount of food board- 
virgin fiber-was being con¬ 
sumed so it was economic 
sense to build the plant in 
Alabama, the heart of the basic 
raw material source for food 
board. 

All of Winchester Carton's 
plants employ a total of 160 
persons. Its major markets are 
in the eastern two-thirds of the 
United States, with a growing 
number of national accounts.

This century-old company is 
located on a pine-tree shaded site 
at 620 Washington Street, with its 
300 employees representing an 
annual payroll of about $1.5 
million. Many employees are

The manufacture of shaft collars 
and couplings, which are used in 
machinery, is a specialized in¬ 
dustry requiring constant attention 
to detail. 

Founded in 1962, Maxwell was 
incorporated in 1965. In 1966 it was 
located on Wedge Pond road, 
behind Boimell Ford. Its present 
location is at 40 Cross st. Last year 
another building was added to the 
company, at 1017 Main st. 

When the company started it had 
two employees. Now it has 30, 
mostly Winchester residents. 
When Maxwell-moved to its Cross 
street location, manpower in¬ 
creased 50 percent.

In addition to pointers for 
automobiles, boats and aircraft, a 
sizable volume of miscellaneous 
pointer products are produced for 
radios, barometers, compasses 
and thermometers. Over the years 
Winn skills and equipment have 
been able to make many precision 
parts and assemblies, servicing 
several hundred different 
customers since 1868, 

There have been several building 
additions through the years, some 
quite sizable, brought about by 
continued successes in the 
manufacturing field that have 
provided steady employmenl to 
local citizens and manv from 
surrounding towns. Reflecting the 
growth pattern of the company and 
its strong ties with the automotive 
industry, it was quite natural that 
Winn was acquired by Detroil- 
based McCord Corp. in 1968.

The new ownership has provided 
even greater emphasis on com¬ 
pany growth and new product 
development. Over the past 
several months Winn has put into 
production a brand new product -- 
a small armature for the fuel pump 
of the Chevrolet Vega. This pump 
is a unique approach to supplying 
gasoline from tank to engine 
through the use of a pump sub¬ 
merged in the gas tank. This is in 
contrast to other cars which mount 
the pump on the engine. A sub¬ 
merged pump of this type works 
particularly well for fuels modified 
to meet emission controls and 
could receive even wider usage in 
the next few years. It is worth 
remembering that all parts of this 
intricate armature assembly are 
made in this Winchester plant. 
Other items now in production that 
are newcomers to Winn expertise 
are: a wire harness assembly that 
is currently being supplied for 
automotive speed controls as well 
as a special contact part for a 
manufacturer of precision devices. 
Some parts are very small and 
fragile and musl be handled under 
a microscope. 

To l hose residents who 
remember the "Watch Hand" 
plant thal was. it is difficult to 
visualize this growth from such a 
humble beginning in 1868 by 
founders James H. Winn and 
Rardwell A. Goodell in a barn set 
up to produce watch and clock 
hands on an nuiomated basis for 
the lhen principal watch com¬ 
panies to Inday's more intricate 
products - a tribute to local 
ingenuity and effort. 

Tlu* original partners developed 
new lypes of tooling unequalled for 
efficiency and precision al dial 
lime; as a result the business grew 
rapidly. A slip stream from the 
Aberjonn River was used for 
turning the big water wheel that 
drove the plant machinery. Some 
Winn employees can remember 
I he big water wheel behind the 
plant, which in later years was 
coupled with electric generators to j 
provide light and power for more 1 
modern machinery. ; 


j In 1896 Goodell Bold his share of 
i the business to Mr. Frank W. Winn, 
the second son of James H. Winn, 
and at that time the firm became 
known as J. H. Winn and Son. By 
1900 business had expanded to a 
degree that the original wooden 
building was no longer adequate, 
so a new, three-story building was 
erected in its place and the old 
building was moved to Brookside 
Avenue for a dwelling. 

Eventually gasoline engines 
replaced water for a power source 
until electric motors took over, 
Today electricity is the source of 
power for all manufacturing 
operations. 

By 1930 the manufacture of 
watch hands had generally gone to 
foreign competition with their 
lower wage rates. Other new 
product items took up the slack as 
Ihe years came along and building 
expansion was necessary. A 
iremendous demand for radio 
pointers and clock hands was soon 
followed afler 1935 by the volume 
business of making aulomotive 
gauge hands. Companies making 
speedometers, automobile clocks 
and other gauges found they could 
purchase hands more 
economically than make them 
themselves and turned to J. H. 
Winn as (i source. 

Through its more than 100 years 
of business, J. H. Winn has strived 
to conduct itself as a good neigh¬ 
bor. citizen and in a way beneficial 
to country and community. A total 
conversion to war work when 
necessary and an "E" for ex¬ 
cellence in 1942 by the Secretary of 
War was a singular patriotic 
achievemenl which led to two 
additional M B" awards for Winn 
employees. As a member of the 
Winchester community Winn has 
been a regular supporter of the 
Winchester Hospital, the 
Scholarship Fund and United 
Fund. Many of its employees have 
served Ihe lown well through the 
years. Perhaps even more im¬ 
portant, J. H. Winn has conducted 
itself to provide earning op¬ 
portunity for many residents which 
has helped to establish Winchester 
as a good place to live and work.

Fire Burns 
Shoe Hospital 

A fire In a Winchester Center business 
Tuesday afternoon left the store and its 
contents extensively damaged, but spared 
four other connected Main st. businesses. It 
was the first fire of any consequence to occur 
in this town’s Center for five years. 

Fire heat and water damage have put the 
Winchester Shoe Hospital, 535 Main st., out of 
business temporarily following a two-alarm 
blaze which attracted a large afternoon 
crowd, as well as apparatus from Arlington 
and Woburn. 

Shortly before 3 p.m. Paul K. Caros of 
Woburn, who operates the shoe hospital with 
his son. John, was reoairing shoes when a 
spark from his machine Ignited the cement 
used in this process. The fire spread to the 
shoes and materia] nearby faster than Caros 
could stifle it. 

He then went next door to the Main Street 
Food Shop, 533-Main st., and asked them to 
call the fire department. Caros reentered the 
shop, now heavy with smoke, despite the 
efforts from a delicatessen patron, Mrs. 
Henry (Joanne C.) Gerould of 90 Church st., 
to stop him. He reemerged a moment later 
from the back door, flames singeing his hair. 

All Winchester apparatus arrived at the 
scene, Including West Side vehicles and men, 
A second alarm was pulled six minutes later 
at 3 p.m. White an Arlington ladder and 
Woburn engine and rescue truck reported to 
Main st., a Stoneham engine and Medford 
Jadder covered at Central Station. 

Firefighters vented the ceiling and pulled 
down walls in order to combat the fire and 
eject smoke. The men entered the building 
with gas masks and oxygen tanks. 


Pulling down burning sections of the 
ceiling at Winchester Shoe Hospital 
Tuesday prevented the blaze from 


Chief Engineer l. Francis Amico had 
“very high praise for my men.” He was 
impressed by the speed with which 
firefighters contained the flames which could 
have spread through a false ceiling which 
runs above four other stores—the Main Street

Selectmen Spar Over Hospital Plan; 


James Defends Parking Proposal 


The usually placid Winchester Board of 
Selectmen erupted into dissension tms ween 
when two members clashed over Winchester 
Hospital's request for a parking lot at 22 
Highland ave. 

Selectman Vito A. Giarrlzzo started things 
off: “[ was at a dance Saturday night at the 
Washington School. The people there objected 
not Just to using 22 Highland ave. for parking 
but were against any expansion of the 
hospital." 

Giarrlzzo feels if the selectmen approve 
use of the town-owned house and lot at 22 
Highland ave. for 200 more hospital parking 
spaces this will "indicate we condone ex¬ 
pansion," 

He said to allow the hospital to continue 
laking homes for future expansion will mean 
a loss of $800,000 to $700,000 on the town's lax 
base. He added that there are residents of 
Forest street who have been solicited by the 
hospital lo sell their homes and one family 
"doesn't even know whether they should 
wallpaper or not.

Administrator James wrote: 

“In trying to find a solution, we arc faced 
with only two possible options. The firsl op¬ 
tion -- relocate to other quarlers - has been 
seriously studied in the past. However, we did 
not Teel that the expense involved justified 
furthering our relocation plans in view of the 
extent to .which the townspeople used Ihe 
services of the hospital. Last year, one oul ol 
every 12 Winchester residents was admitted 
to the hospital. We are therefore faced with 
the only other option, which, for 
any reasonable person faced with this 
dilemma, is either lo purchase or lease 
available land in the immediale area 

“Unfortunately, the problem of adequate 
parking space could never have been an- 
ticipatcdTiOyears ago, when the hospital was 
a 44-bed unit and a five-acre tract appeured to 
be more than enough for its purposes. No one. 
at that time, could have anticipated that the 
hospital would increase in size to five times 
what it was then, nor could anyone have 
predicted that ther*. would he virtually one 
car for each employee, visitor or physician 
coming to the hospital, or for the many out¬ 
patients who daily utilize the services of this 
department. 

“Consequently, the problem of inadequate 
parking space is one that has developed 
because of the lack of public transportation, 
the emergence of the two-car family, the

What's Wrong With Town Meeting? 


Tjn town im ding seats this year have no 
candidates lo fill them ; of the 66 3-year town 
meeting seats lo be filled, there are no con¬ 
tests in any of them ; of the remaining 2 and l- 
year seats lo he filled, there are no contests. 

Ail of which brings up the question: 
Where, if anywhere, is the town meeting form 
of government in Winchester going? 

Rep. Harrison Chadwick, for 16 years 
moderator of the town meeting: “If this trend 
continues--nnd it is obvious it is continuing- 
before this decade is out we will have to think 
in terms of a new charter for Winchester." He 
thinks a town manager form of government, 
with town meeting, may have to be con¬ 
sidered. 

The reasons for this declining lack of in¬ 
terest in running for town meeting are not 
varied. The Star talked to a dozen incumbent 
town meeting members who are not running 
f nr reelection and talked to many town 
leaders on the situation. 

Invariably the answer they all gave was

that town meeting business in Winchester 
lakes loo much time. 

“Twelve weeks is much too long. Dammit, 
other towns can do it in three to four weeks. I 
don't think our problems are so complex” - 
K.K. Lewis, 3 Wolcott st., not running for 
reelection. 

Why are Winchester’s sessions so much 
longer than comparable towns? Town 
Meeting Member (TMM) Michael Boodakian 
of Precinct 4, not running again: “I’m getting 
disgusted over the attitude of some of the 
people down there. They don’t do any 
research on the problems. They speak off the 
cuff and don't do any work. I don't think this is 
right I'm in favor of a town manager form of 
government to avoid this.” 

Boodakian feels the problem of members 
monopolizing the microphone is growing. 
Another member speaks: “Arthur Hewis (a 
TMM) and obstructionism-people who use 
the town meeting to practice their elocution** 
is one reason I'm not running.”

Town Receives 
$90,000 Return 

The town will gain $90,000 as a result of a 
recent state Supreme Judicial Court decision 
on assessments for the Northeast 
Metropolitan Regional Vocational School. 

Winchester is one of eight communities in 
the regional school district to receive a 
rebate. The others are Woburn, $50,000; 
Stoneham. $24,000; Wakefield. $9,500; 
Revere, $3,200; and Heading, North Reading 
and Winthrop. $30,000 each. 

Malden, which filed the court appeal 
resulting in the recent assessments charge, 
will have to pay more-from $382,000 to 
$647,000. Other towns being upped in their 
assessments are Chelsea. Saugus and 
Melrose. 

Winchester is receiving the largest rebate. 
Wakefield, another part in the court suit, felt 
assessments should be based on Ihe number 
of students actually attending the school, 
rather than the percentage of high school 
students in the community in relation to the 
total number of students in the 12 com¬ 
munities in the regional school district. 

The Supreme Court decision, written by 
Justice Robert Braucher, upheld a Superior 
Court ruling. Judge Braucher stated: “Based 
on fairness, the choice of a formula which 
requires one community to pay for the 
education of students from another com¬ 
munity” is not fair. 

The decision upheld Wakefield's con¬ 
tention that assessments should be based on 
the number of students enrolled in the school 
in proportion to the school’s total enrollment 
rather than on the basis of a community’s 
enrollment in the school in relation to its total 
high school enrollment at home.

subjects more complicated than ever." Why? 
"Long winded speeches” and “We’re getting 
to the point where we may need someone to do 
it for us-a town council perhaps." 

Town Clerk Elsie M. Nelson: “This 
situation has been created by a few people.” 
She said these people don’t do ilieir homework 
at the precinct meeting and thus don't have 
the required information to make an in¬ 
telligent decision. 

The length of the meetings discourages 
people from running, Mrs, Nelson feels. If 
anything comes up about the schools, for 
example, one side wants 45 minutes to present 
its urgument. "So the town meeting wants 45 
minutes in rebuttal.” 

The current moderator of the town 
meeting, Raymond J. Kenney Jr,, never 
remembers so many uncontested seats and 
vanconeles and laments the decline in town 
meeting attendance over the last eight years. 

“I don’t know the reasons. Purl of the 
problem is the nature of our society. 
Everyone seems to have demands -- com¬ 
mitments from many sources. Society seems 
more complex, The running of n town is 
getting more complex. Some feel it is getting 
more burdensome. 

“Some are concerned at the number of 
sessions and some have explained lo met that 
the number of sessions is excessive,” Though 
Kenney feels the meeting member shouldn’t 
he a “rubber stamp” and run through 
everything in one session, he feels more 
organization at the precinct level-where 
members can meet and discuss the issues 
coming up at town meeting-will provide the 
information they need to vote on an issue. 

"This might serve to decrease the number 
of sessions and get us more quickly to the 
issues involved.” 

Kenney pointed out that motions at the 
meeting to cut off debate have always failed. 
He feels that even if Winchester were to have 
a town manager the town meeting would still 
debate the budget items and warrant articles. 

“It would relieve the burden of having 
unpaid selectmen. But l don’t think it would 
make any difference.” Kenney likes the town 
meeting concept.

No TM Contests 

There is not a single contest for town 
meeting this year, according to official and 
complete records from the town clerk's of¬ 
fice, 

This means that all those who took out 
papers and had them qualified automatically 
are elected to the town meeting. 

In every one of the town’s six precincts but 
one (Prec, 2) there are fewer candidates than 
there are seats to be filled. 

Townwide, there ore 80 town meeting seats 
to be filled this year and only 70 persons who 
have qualified for candidacy. 

The lollowing is a precinct by precinct 
breakdown on the number of town meeting 
member seats to be filled and the number of 
candidates who have qualified for candidacy 
for them: 

Prec. 1-11 3-year seats vacant and nine 
candidates (five for reelection); one 2-year 
seat vacant and one candidate; two l*year 
seats vacant and two candidates. 

Prec, 2-11 3-year seats vacant and 11 
candidates (seven for reelection); two 2-year 
seats vncanl and two candidates; one 1-year 
seat vacant and one candidate. 

Prec, 3-11 3-year seats vacant and tl 
candidates (eight for reelection); no 2-year 
vacancy; three l-ycar seals vacant and one 
candidate (two persons didn't qualify), 

Prec. 4-U 3-year seats vacant and 10 
candidates (eight for reelection); no 2-year 
term vacant; two 1-year seats vacant and two 
candidates. 

Prec. 5-11 3-year scats vacant and nine 
candidates (five for reelection); one 2-year 
term vacant and no candidates; one 1-year 
vacancy and one (candidate. 

Prec. 6-11 3-year seats vacant and 10 
candidates (seven for reelection); no 2-year 
vacancy; one 1-year vacancy and one can¬ 
didate, 

One candidate for townwide office has 
failed to qualify. Yuki Powers of 3 Meriden 
rd., who took out papers for the one 1-year 
vacancy on Ihe Board of Assessors, submitted 
64 signatures. Only 39 were certified. A 
minimum of 50 is required.

The Wyman School auditorium held a 
capacity crowd of parents Monday night 
when the Winchester School Committee 
entertained open forums on two questions of 
school districting preliminary to voting in 
approximately two weeks. 

Under debate were the assignments of 
students to the Lynch and McCall Junior High 
Schools this fall, a discussion which centered 
on the Wyman Elementary School, and of 
students to the new McCall K-6 School, 

The Wyman Parents Association 
presented its proposal at this time to 
designate Wyman as a Lynch School. 
Compliance wilh this request would mean 
that the Jan. 22 vote of the School Committee 
redistricting a portion of Wyman to Lynch 
with the.remaining students going to McCall 
would have to be amended. The original 
proposal made last fall was to assign all 
Wyman students lo McCall, a reversal of the 
past when all Wyman pupils were specified 
for Lynch, 

Superintendent of Schools William C, 
MucDonald stated that the purpose of the 
original proposal was to receive over¬ 
crowding at Lynch, In a study of this problem 
statistics had been compiled using a two-year 
projection of elementary enrollments, While 
the second and third year enrollments were 
considered most critical, figures for the 
third year could not be determined. 

A capacity of 650 und a desired enrollment 
of 59U-6KI at Lynch is compared to a capacity 


of 850 and a desired enrollment of 800-815 at 
McCall as a basis for these districting moves. 

According to projected figures, if ail of the 
Wyman graduating population were to be 
assigned to McCall, student body numbers 
would be 661 In 1973 and 624 in 1974 at Lynch 
and 777 in 1973 and 880 in 1974 al McCall, If all 
of the Wyman graduating population were lo 
be assigned to Lynch, student body numbers 
would become 718 in 1973 and 735 in 1974 at 
Lynch and 720 in 1973 and 769 in 1974 al 
McCall. 

In its letter to MacDonald and com¬ 
mitteemen the Wyman Parents Association 
pointed to “an historic background of shifting 
pupils over the past dozen years because its 
geographical location has made it vulnerable 
to maneuvering. ... The Wyman sixth grade 
pupils have had their only sense of continuity 
over the past dozen years in their eventual 
graduation to Lynch.” 

The letter further argues that it is “not 
reasonable" to make lines within an 
elementary district to solve problems at the

trend toward wives returning to work and the 
increase in use of the hospital’s facilities. To 
the extent to which these factors are ap¬ 
plicable, the problem is one over which we 
have had little or no control. 

"The significant increase, in recent years, 
in the number of fires in hospitals and other 
health care institutions clearly demonstrates 
that the community has a moral respon¬ 
sibility to insure the easy accessibility to all 
hospital areas by fire apparatus-most im¬ 
portantly during the winter months when 
heating facilities are at peak operation and 
the hazards of snow and ice present additional 
problems for mobile fire equipment. At such 
time, parked cars blocking access ways could 
cost lives." 

"All or us know the precious quality of 
lime when there is a drowning or a heart 
attack victim or a severe car accident tfhen, 
not minutes, but literally seconds, are im¬ 
portant in restoring a heartbeat. The 
frequency of ambulances at our emergency 
room door demands that, insofar as we can 
conlrol it, there not be one second’s delay in 
bringing life-saving aids to the person. 

"Some have raised the question of our 
plans for future physical expansion and the 
advisability and feasibility of such plans. 
Others have raised the question whether we 
plan to become a regional hospital, These and 
other questions were answered directly at the 
meeting on Feb. 5. However, though they are 
valid questions, they are not related directly 
to the immediate problem-which is simply 
finding additional space for parking, 

"Some have said that the land in question 
was acquired for public use and not for any 
private use. 

"We do believe that Winchester Hospital, 
managed by members of the community 
serving without pay, who are also consumers, 
an institution whose rates must be upproved 
by a public agency, an institution which must 
go to a public agency for approval of any 
plans for physical expansion, whoso 
physicians, nurses and health care 
technicians must all be licensed by a public 
agency, an institution whose services are 
available to any resident of the area, 
regardless of nis ability to pay, an institution 
which, in serving the health care needs of the 
area, was chartered and is administered as a 
non-profit organization-we believe that 
Winchester Hospital has a public purpose and 
operates in response to the public’s needs, 

"Certainly, we are not an industry or a 
private individual seeking to acquire the land 
with o profit motive in mind. Our only pur¬ 
pose in seeking the approval of the town 
fathers to lease the land is to solve a problem 
that seriously affects the residents of Win¬ 
chester. To this end we are hoping for a 
favorable decision which will offer an im¬ 
mediate solution to this problem."

"I hale to see things come to where we 
can’t do it for ourselves and we have to have 
someone else do it for us." 

Former Moderator Chadwick had several 
reasons for the lack of Interest in town 
meeting: "1 think that perhaps the primary 
reason in the case of Winchester is that our 
town meetings are lasting too long. 

"It’s difficult for a businessman to plan his 
schedule if he knows that he is going to have 
to devote two evenings a week for four or five 
weeks to town meeting. The business of the 
town meeting has increased in volume and 
complexity over the years and if it were not 
for the fact that we usually have had one or 
two special meetings In the course of a year 
the annual meeting in the spring would be 
even longer. 

"I think that perhaps we’re going to have 
to anticipate we will have more special 
meetings or perhaps even schedule a couple 
of extra meetings at stated times." 

Chadwick said town meeting "bickering,' 
"sectionaiized arguments," people’s interest 
at other levels of government "drain off the 
desire to become a town meeting member.” 

Chadwick agreed that interest in town 
meeting is sliding and gave some reasons: 
people are more sophisticated, their interests 
are wider, television competes for their time, 
sporting events entice them, "As the town has 
grown larger there is more of a tendency to 
say let George do it" and "there is not the 
personalized interest in Winchester than 
when everybody knew everyone else," 

He thinks some of the things the town 
meeting is attempting to deal with could 
better be done administratively, perhaps by a 
town manager. 

"We (town meeting) get involved in a lot of 
questions that are not legislative. The town 
meeting is a legislative body-not an ad¬ 
ministrative one. 

"City government is more, remote from 
the people than our government has 
previously been. There are many people from 
the city living heie now, The trend is to let 
other people do it. 

"We have to modernize our government to 
keep up with these changes. We lost the op¬ 
portunity to take a step forward when we 
refused to go along with a modern public 
works department" (voted down by town 
meeting).

junior highs, that disregarding (he unity of 
one school would violate the neighborhood 
school concept, that a broader view should be 
taken if regional junior highs arc intended, 
that there are geographical discrepancies in 
the lines proposed, and that “most families 
would like students to remain as a unit and go 
on to the same junior high.” 

The association feels that designating 
Wyman as a Lynch school "is the most 
acceptable tn the most number of people." 

Following this discussion Committee 
members moved onto the problem of selec¬ 
ting areas which will feed students into the 
new McCall K-G School this fall. 

Under the present plan, the superintendent 
stated. Lincoln School would be dosed, 
donating its 255 students to McCall. Mystic 
would give 118. Noonan 9. and St. Mary’s 
School, should it close. 45. for a total of 427 
students at Meal) K-ll this fall. 

Originally 26 students were to be drawn 
from Noonan. Further consideration has 


reduced this figure to nine from the Vine st. 
and Elmwood ave. area. 

Receiving most attention at this time were 
the streets from which Mystic pupils will be 
taken to go to McCall. Elementary school 
principals had been asked for their recom¬ 
mendations as to which streets should be 
designated for McCall A pupil-teacher ratio 
of 25:1 will be established at McCall. The ratio 
at Mystic will he 24:1. 

In more general discussion MacDonald 
assured parents that traffic and plant safety 
for such small children had been considered 
at McCall. Renovations lo that building, 
Assistant Superintendent for Administrative 
Affairs, William F. Clark said, consist of 
creating two kindergartens, removing some 
partitions and improving lighting. 

Playground facilities, which do not exist at 
this lime with Ihe exception of a large indoor 
gymnasium, are proposed for the site of 
McManus Mouse. Committeeman Stephen R, 
Parkhurst noted that it would be the com¬ 
mittee’s intent to oppose the article in the 1973 
Annual Town Meeting Warrant to block the 
razing of McManus House for this purpose, 

Voting on districting for the two junior 
high schools and for McCall K-6 is expected in 
two weeks.

Military, Police 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

It was interesting to note in Barbara 
Boylan’s letter to the editor (Feb. 8th) the 
declaration that North Vietnam and her allies 
must live up to the basic law of humanity. 
How easy to turn one’s thoughts from 
Christmas, Bac Mai and the creation of 
millions of Vietnamese refugees through 
United States bombing. 

This is, however, not to be construed as a 
case in point for either North or South Viet¬ 
nam. We are, of course, all delighted that the 
cease fire agreement constitutes a tremen¬ 
dous advance in the direction of peace, that 
our prisoners of war are being returned and 
that the U.S. has set up a Commission of 
Accountability to search for or determine the 
fate of unlisted prisoners and men missing in 
action. 

Relative to the latter, we are sadly obliged 
to recognize that some may never be found. A 
non military analogy is the case of U. S. Rep. 
Hale Boggs, now declared lost after disap¬ 
pearing on a plane flight in Alaska. 

Our greatest hope should* be that all 
parties to the agreement live up to the terms 
contained therein. And letters to our 
congressmen might well express the desire 
that monies appropriated for rebuilding a 
ravaged country should be administered by 
an international commission, attaching the 
sole string that no U.S. funds may be utilized 
for any military or police equipment or 
function.

Inspector Licenses 

EDITOR OF TIIE STAR: 

Old soldiers may never die, but old 
“building inspectors” are not to be outdone. 

Sometime shortly after my birth, many, 
many years ago, William B. MacDonald with 
only an electrician’s license in his hand 
became our building commissioner, our 
electrical Inspector, and our gas inspector. 

In your Feb. 8 issue, page 18, it is men¬ 
tioned that none of the applicants for assistant 
building commissioner had either the licenses 
or the qualifications to warrant William B. 
MacDonald's endorsement. 

Mr. Editor, you have been given bad in¬ 
formation. 

I have no less than nine licenses, I have 
been examined and certified by the Civil 
Service Commission twice In less than a six- 
month period for building inspector, City of 
Boston, and State Building Inspector. 

According to Chapter 217 of the 
Massachusetts Gas Code, the "Inspector of 
Gas shall be a licensed plumber or a licensed 
gas fitter," and according to the records of 
the Massachusetts Gas Regulatory Board, 
William B. MacDonald is neither and is 
presently under investigation for possible 
violations of this act.

EDITOR'S NOTE: Inspector MacDonald 
says that because he held his position prior to 
passage of legislation requiring inspectors to 
hold certain licenses, he is not legally 
required to have them. 

MacDonald said, in addition, that as far as 
he knows he is not under any investigation but 
did receive a telephone call this week from 
the Gan Regulatory Board as a result of an 
inquiry by Mr. Furr, the letter writer, and the 
board was satisfied with his answers, 

Also, MacDonald said Mr. Furr, an ap¬ 
plicant for the post of assistant building 
commissioner, does not hold the required 
licenses: either an electrician’s or plumber’s 
and gas fitter’s.

Lettuce Boycott, 
Picketing Planned 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

The 1967 report of the President’s National 
Advisory Commission on Rural Poverty 
begins as follows: 

1. The United Slates today has the 
economic and technical means to guarantee 
adequate food, clothing, shelter, health 
services and education to every citizen of the 
nation. 

2. Involuntary tragedy is a tragedy under 
any circumstances and poverty in the midst 
of plenty is both a tragedy and a social evil. 

3. The rural poor are not a faceless mass. 
They arc individual human beings. All 
programs designated to eliminate poverty 
musl therefore give paramount consideration 
to the rights and the dignity of the individual. 

Why then, if the United States has the 
means to correct injustics, does exploitation 
of this nation’s farm workers (80 percent of 
whom are IJ. S. lilizens) continue? The an¬ 
swer, it seetns, is the consumer. 

The farm workers must struggle against 
the corporate grower, the "tale courts and the 
Farm Bureau. But the consumer holds the 
real power, Wc perpetuate the poverty of the 
migrant farm worker by continuing to pur¬ 
chase non-farm workers’ union lettuce. 

The statistics concerning this nation’s 
farm worker are, by now, well known. But as 
a reminder, a few of them are: 

Farm workers are specifically excluded 
from collective bargaining laws, are 
discriminated against in minimum wage 
coverage and social security laws, and 
without contracts farm workers do not have 
the protections of job security, sick pay, 
holidays and sanitary toilets, etc. 

-49 years is the average life expentancy for 
the farm worker. 

-Infant and maternal mortality is 125 
percent higher than the national rate. 

-Over 800,000 children under the age of 14 
work in the fields full time. In California alone 
one-fourth of tb^ farm workers are under 14. 
To quote Peter Matthiessen, “Migrant 
Children, from nutrition to education, are the 
most deprived creatures in America.” 

-Migrant workers are the worst housed 
group of people in the nation. 

-Average farm workers’ house has only 
two rooms. 

-95.6 percent do not hove a flush toilet. 

Since 1962, farm workers have been 
organizing themselves under Cesar Chavez 
and the United Farmworkers Union to correct 
these injustices and to prove themselves as 
equal human beings despite their facist 
employers. 

Farm workers who harvest the lettuce 
fields receive only a tiny fraction of what you 
pay (approx. 1.5c). They harvest the food but 
cannot afford to buy it. Lettuce workers arc 
asking for union contracts to give them an 
opportunity to change some of these con- 
ditionsrBut because large corporate growers 
In California and Arizona (excepting four) 
have refused to listen to their workers a 
nationwide boycott of Iceberg lettucp con 
tinues to support the farm workers. rf 

Because of these unjust and .racial .pa¬ 
rtitions q number of Winchester citizen? has 
formed a Winchester Boycott Committee to 
help the United Farmworkers Organizing 
Committee’s office in Boston. Involved are 
David Allen, Bruce Blumberg, Melinda El|is, 
Ellen Fairbanks, Suzzanne Friou, Bobby 
Gates, myself, Cathi Harris,, Tom Jones, 
Phoebe Knopf, Mary Jane McHugh, Sharon 
McKuen, Beth Parsons, Henry Vanderbil! 
and Jean and Mary Wells. 

The aim of the committee is to persuade 
consumers to boycott all Iceberg (head) 
lettuce unless you see the UFW symbol of the 
black Aztec eagle on the wrapping or the 
crate. There is also a boycott on all A&P 
stores until they make a commitment to buy 
100 percent farm workers union lettuce or no 
lettuce at all. The Boycott Committee will be 
attempting to get commitments from all 
restaurants, markets and supermarkets in 
Winchester to buy only farm workers' union 
lettuce or go without, 

The committee needs the participation of 
Winchester Churches for delegations to food 
stores and for picketing. If you support (he 
farm workers please convey this lo the 
manager of whatever food store where you 
shop. If you are intrested in helping or for 
more information plase call 28Z-4085. 

On Feb. 21 at 10 a.m. there will be a 
Farmworkers Rally at Fanuel Hall in Boston. 
Cesar Chavez will be the main speaker and 
will lead a march along part of the Freedom 
Trail.

Winchester’s Past 


In view of the following account, we should 
feel grateful we have purer drinking water 
than as reported in these conditions of a 
century ago. The “quiet crisis” eutophication 
or of algae blooms triggered by the basic 
trace elements of phosphates and nitrates and 
the overwhelming choride content of the 
water in Winchester’s neighboring towns 
sobers our thinking today. 

The following is from a clipping from the 
first scrapbook assembled for the Winchester 
Historical Society for 1884,1885 and 1886. This 
is taken from The Boston Herald of 1885. 
Consternation over pollution of drinking 
water was the subject. 

“Public attention having been again called 
to the condition of the Mystic Valley, from the 
water basins of which supply a portion of 
Boston, the cities of Somerville and Chelsea 
and the town of Revere is obtained, by a 
communication with the mayor of Boston 
made by a committee of the Norfolk and 
Suffolk societies, and, it being quite evident 
that this committee had in some way got 
things pretty badly mixed up, the Herald 
detailed one of its staff last week to look into 
the whole matter, and report to the public. 
j “The leather tanning and currying in¬ 
terests of Woburn may be stated in round 
numbers at about $10,000,000 per annum. 
(ThqfPLarc some 26 leather factories in the 
town employing over 1,500 men. In Win¬ 
chester there are five or six leather factories, 
three of which are large tanneries, employing 
^omc 600 or 700 men, and the yearly business 
will amount to about $2,000,000. The Stoneham 
tanneries do a business of about $500,000, and 
Ihose of Wilmington about $300,000 yearly. 

"As the tanneries have been regarded as 
the principal source of contamination of the 
Mystic water, and as those of Woburn and 
Winchester were considered to be the worst In 
the respect, only those establishments in the 
towns named were visited. 

“The Woburn tanneries are as follows, and 
are all with the exception of those of John 
Cummings & Co. and of C.J. Bishop & Co. 
(Maguire’s) in that part of Woburn called 
Cummingsville, and that of Stephen Dow & 
Co. connected with the sewer, which runs 
from Woburn down through a portion of 
Winchester into the Mystic Lake (or rather 
did run into it until intercepted, of which more 
anon): James Skinner & Co., James Houston 
& Co., Eustace Cummings & Co., E. M. Blake 
& Co., Bryant & King, J. P. Crane & Co., E. L. 
Shaw & Co., Stephen Dow & Co., C. J. Bishop 
k Co. (The tannery of F. L. White and 
Pollards tannery are not running). 

“In Winchester there are the tanneries of 
Loring L. Avery, P. Waldyer Bt Co., John 
Maxwell Si Co. 

“The two former connect with the sewer: 
but the latter being some distance from It, up 
the Aberjona River has no sewer connection. 

“Before describing the tanneries, it may 
be well to clear up some misunderstandings 
in the doctor’s report. In the first place, it 
may be noted that there are only two tan-

nerles on the Aberjona River, one of which 
discharges the matter from Us beam house 
into the sewer. There is in East Woburn 
(Montvale) a glue factory upon the banks of 
that river which the doctors overlooked 
altogether. This runs during the cool seasons 
of the year, but handles all the hair and 
fleshings produced by all the tanneries in that 
section.” 

A subsequent Boston Herald article goes 
Into more detail on the glue factory. “The 
doctors who visited the place a week ago told 
nothing that was new about-H discovered 
nothing new. Indeed what they discovered 
was very old. One of the worst places in the 
matter of water pollution they missed 
altogether; that is the glue factory above 
Maxwell’s on the banks of the Aberjona 
River. But It was not to be wondered at for 
these works are only in operation during the 
winter season. During that time the amount of 
organic matter discharged by these works is 
very large and very foul. The proprietors of 
the tanneries that do not use the sewer have 
erected dams to hold the filth back from the 
river, but when a freshet occurs the dams 
overflow or give way, and the filth in in¬ 
credible quantities finds its way to the river. 

“What can be done to prevent the escape of 
foul matter from the glue works and the 
tanneries located in the valley is more than I 
can suggest 1 short of a vast and com¬ 
prehensive system of sewerage, which will 
cost a mint of money and take years to 
complete? In the meantime the filth in the 
Mystic Valley muBt continue to accumulate so 
long as the tanneries and the glue works 
continue to do business there, and it must go 
into the water supply, because there is 
nowhere else for It to go. 

“It is all very well to go on denouncing the 
manufacturers of Woburn and Winchester 
and Stoneham for polluting our water supply, 
but, practically, how can they help it? If they 
are to continue their business they must do so. 
Now what is the common sense and logical 
conclusion in this matter? It is either the 
whole of the established industries of Mystic 
Valley shall be stopped forever and moved 
elsewhere, to the great detriment of property 
there, or we must give up taking water from 
Mystic Lake.” 

There is much more to this article. 
Apparently the factor which inspired the 
above was a report by the Norfolk and Suffolk 
medical societies as to "some of the sources 
of Boston’s water supply.” Jamaica Plain, 
Thursday, Aug, 27,1885 is the dateline for this 
series of articles and I believe this to be the 
date the following report was submitted to the 
Mayor of Boston Hugh O'Brian: 

"This committee was appointed to inspect 
the various source of the water supply of 
Boston and urge upon the mayor and water 
board the necessity of prosecuting all persons 
defiling said supply, This was in view of the 
possible advent of cholera into Boston this 
season: that this will not be the case we 
earnestly hope: that we have a great deal to 
fear from this dread disease next Beason 
authorities agree. If cholera should come It 
was thought imperative that the drinking 
water be as pure as possible. 

"That it was being contaminated every 
day was known to some members of the 
committee but inspection showed it to be 
greater than supposed. The committee 
consisted of Dr. G. B. Shattuck, chairman, H. 
J. Barnes, A. H. Nichols, Joseph Streeter, H, 
E. Ernst, C. W. Withlngton, E. Perry and 
Gerry, secretary. On June 18 , Drs. Shattuck, 
Barnes, Nichols, Worthington and Gerry 
visited Winchester and Woburn and inspected 
some of the tanneries which empty more or 
less of their waste water Into the Mystic Lake. 

“In Winchester at Wahlmyers, it was 
found that some attempt was being made to 
remove the waste water and keep it from 
flowing into the Abajonna River. Waste water 
containing hair and other harmful properties 
of the hides was pumped into the sewer 
provided by Boston, after the hairy material 
had been caught by an iron seive which 
caught most of it. 

"There were two objectionable features at 
this place, first the fact that the Abajonna was 
within 20 feet of this dirty colored stream; 
and secondly the practice in vogue of dum¬ 
ping large quantities of hairy debris which Is 
permeated with animal matter within a few 
feet of the river, then allowing It to remain. It 
was evident that when the rain came it must 
necessarily wash most of the animal matter 
in this pile directly into the river.” 

After this, references were made to 
Russell Brook” commonly called Stink 
Brook,” which the doctors said was in Win¬ 
chester and Woburn. Inaccuracies In staling 
the correct location of “Stink Brook” and 
sundry tanneries is, 1 believe, the cause for 
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Tanneries Polluted Boston 
Drinking Water In 1885 


later doubt cast on the veracity ot the doctor’s 
report, and the Independent investigation by 
The Herald reporter. Surely the climax to the 
doctor’s report to the mayor is the following: 

“At Maxwell's tannery we found a state of 
things truly startling to the nose, as well as to 
the eye of those unaccustomed to such vile 
odors and disgraceful sights. This place was 
by far the most offensive and most foul 
smelling of any visited during the afternoon. 
It was terribly foul and bad from the first 
point reached to the last point Inspected. 

“The flrBt sight that met our gaze was a 
basin of filthy water covering from y 4 - Vi an 
acre, containing the refuse water of the 
tannery. The water was thick and dark 
brown, resembling thin sewage with a thick 
scum of animal matter which was decom¬ 
posing in the hot sun and sending up a 
sickening odor. Holding our noses, we pushed 
along and hunted for the outlet of this 
disgusting stinking pool. 

“We found It without any trouble, not 
however, emptying into any sewer but into 
the Abajonna River. Anyone looking upon this 
abomination would say that it was more than 
an outrage, that it was a part of criminal 
neglect on the part of the authorities who 
would permit any man to so defile the 
drinking water of even a few, to say nothing 
of the thousands into whose stomachs this 
filth goes. 

"The wooden trough by which it entered 
the river is estimated as measuring 8 by 120 
Inches. Large quantities of flies were 
hovering over the pool, doing what they could 
to neutralize the deleterious effects and 
bringing forth myriads of young to act as 
scavengers. What the odor must be when a 
July or August sun settles upon it is 
something terrible to imagine. 

"One can conceive of a similar condition ol 
things in Stoneham by a medical friend to no 
exaggeration when he says that in the last of 
August he has frequently seen the Abajonna 
river worms clinging to the filth that 
generated them presenting p horrible sight 
when one remembers that he was drinking 
the water which flowed over this pile of filth.”

The Barre Publishing Company of Barre, 
Mass., is a producer of beautiful books, and 
those listed above are of particular interest to 
New Englanders! 

The 19th century photographs of Boston 
which have been selected by Rachel Johnston 
Homer from Hawes' collection are clearly 
reproduced on u softly tinted paper which is a 
delight to handle. Most of them were taken 
between I860 and 1870 and it is particularly 
interesting to note the interiors, the fashion of 
the furnishings, and the long, wide windows. 
It is fortunate that this splendid record of 
Boston in the mid-nineteenth century has 
been preserved, and interesting to note how 
much of the original architecture remains, In 
spite of the changes which have come over the 
city in the last few years. There is a caption 
giving the location under each picture and in 
some cases a brief word of explanation. 
Rachel Homer has supplied a short biography 
of Hawes in the front of the book. 

In the second book, TRAVELS IN NEW 
ENGLAND, the photographer, Katherine 
Knowles, and her collaborator, Thea 
Wheelrwright, have taken "four volumes of 
‘letters' written to an imaginary British 
gentleman provided with a rather jaundiced 
view of the American colonies by his creator, 
Timothy Dwight, president of Yale University 
and Indefatigable traveler in New England. 
These were published early in the 19th cen¬ 
tury in obedience to Dwight’s dying wish,” 
For 20 years, from 1795, Professor Dwight 
made a pilgrimage to various parts of New 
England, recording his impressions of the 
countryside and sketching with words the 
manners and customs of the people. 
"Katherine Knowles, 175years later, followed 
in Dwight's footsteps, photographing places 
he had been. These photographs are related to 
what Timothy Dwight saw. They also record, 
for the future, the beauty of New England in 
1972.” 

The photography in this book Is superb and 
the countryside which it portrays reminds me 
of the words of an English writer to whom I 
was showing the glories of New England in 
October—"How can you want to travel to see 
anywhere else when it’s all so much more 
beautiful here?”

Also, while the police officer 
was driving the car he taught me mouth-to- 
mouth respiration and dispatched a message 
to the hospital to be ready for an emergency 
situation and upon arrival at the hospital the 
doctors and nurses were ready for immediate 
assistance. 

In addition to the efficiency shown by the 
officer, he was very polite and understanding. 
When 1 tried to contact my house to inform 
my wife of our son's condition, I noticed that l 
didn’t have any change, whereupon the police 
officer offered me the necessary change as 
the hospital had refused me the use of their 
phone, stating that I had to use the pay phone, 
and told me they couldn't make change. 

I am very glad to see that there still is an 
efficient department called Winchester 
Police Department and I hope all citizens 
appreciate the role of our police officers as 
much as I do. 

I am very proud of the Winchester's Police 
Department and I hope some day to be able to 
repay in some small way for what the officers 
have done for my family and me. In reality, 
they gave a second life to my son and for this I 
will always be appreciative and in your debt.

Our street is cleaned once or maybe twice 
a year. Some of our sewer drains have gone as 
long as two or three years without being 
cleaned.

We never received notice that a rink 
was going up in our vicinity till It was there. 
Our selectmen say It wasn’t necessary to 
notify us. Yet when a telephone post was to be 
moved a few feet we were told. 

When a man wanted to build a corral for 
his children’s pony we were notified. Why not 
a rink? And how about the parking? Why 
can’t they be forced to supply enough space 
for their patrons instead of parking so as to be 
a nuisance to the surrounding residents.

At this rate the parking problem will never 
be solved. 

To make matters worse, the hospital has 
yet to demonstrate any real need for an ex¬ 
pansion of its facilities.

South opens 1H and hears North say 2H, 
East-West passing. What would you say next 
with the South hand? 

There are several choices as usual, 


depending on the partnership: 3C is an on¬ 
going bid showing the Ace of clubs and is a 
good temporizer; 3H saying, “I have 
something extra, partner; do you?” passes 
the buck but doesn’t really describe the hand. 
With such distributional cards, loosely 
figuring not more than one loser in each of the 
three suits and jumping to 4H is probably the 
safest decision for South. 

And as North’s hand goes down with its 
bare raise, South realizes he had to do the 
deciding on game. 

As to play, there's one trump loser and the 
Ace of spades, so losing only one club Mck is 
the key, the double finesse offering the best 
chance. The club Queen is led from the board 
(you can get there eventually twice by ruffing 
spades) and whether East covers or not, 
there's only one club loser. The rest of the 
hand is ruffed out. 

Of the 11 pairs playing the hand, all were in 
hearts, six bidding the game. On the play, 
four Souths made five (the Jack of clubs lead 
from West will do it), three made four, and 
four less. 

East-West, incidentally, has the balance of 
high-card points.

School Committee, J. Edward Sharkey, said 
the school is hard pressed to provide places 
for the many students who want vocational 
education. 

“One of the most pressing problems 
confornting the District School Committee is 
the attempt to provide trade education for the 
hundreds of boys and girls who are yearly 
disappointed In gaining admission due to the 
lack of space.” Sharkey is a member of a sub¬ 
committee to prepare an afternoon program 
of shop training for students in grades 10 , 11 
and 12. 

This program will be a joint educational 
effort with the 12 cities and towns whereby the 
academic courses will be given in the resident 
school of the students during the morning 
hours. With this arrangement, approximately 
600 additional students can be admitted over a 
three-year period. 

A new admission policy is also planned. 
The feeder schools will give an in-depth 
evaluation of the student, supplying marks 
for students In their various studies, at¬ 
tendance and discipline. In addition, the trade 
school will administer the usual standard 


tests. This places a new emphasis on the 
feeder schools. 

A highlight of the coming year will be the 
construction of a new house in one of the 
district communities. The head of the car¬ 
pentry department has been given the green 
light to advertise for a possible client who will 
furnish the land and foundation and fund the 
entire structure. A complete set of school 
specifications will be available to bidders. 

"The students are eagerly awaiting to 
show their newly acquired trade skills,” 
Sharkey said. This operation is not a novelty 
in trade schools. One of the state’s trade 
schools is in its nineteenth year of such 
construction and the department head has 
had this type of experience in his previous 
trade school teaching.” 

Sharkey, member of the sub-committee 
preparing this operation, made the motion to 
adopt this "on -the-job” exercise and urged 
the District Committee to pursue this course 
of student accomplishment. 

In closing out his four year term on the 
committee, Sharkey feels satisfied that he 
was able to accomplish some of his goals, 
such as the new home construction program. 
He was instrumental in bringing to the school 
three supervisors with complete trade 
backgrounds.

Efforts Made To Ban Salt 


Environmentalists in the 
snow belt states are striking 
out this winter In their at¬ 
tempts to persuade states to 
ban the use of salt on our snow 
covered roads. 

The deicing salts, according 
to the ecology-oriented groups, 
are having an adverse effect on 
the country’s groundwater, 
vegetation and wildlife. To 
date, however, no one has been 
able to offer significant 
evidence Jo show that this is 
occuring. 

Scientists agree that large 
doses of calcium chloride and 
sodium chloride can damage 
vegetation and water at least 
temporarily. However, Dr. 
Robert Rightmire, direclor of 
auto research for BP Oil 
Corporation, pointed out that 
scientists haven't found any 
geographic areas where road 
salting has been so heavy that 
the natural environment has 
been substantially damaged. 

It is known that deicing 
salts on roads adds to the 
corrosion of automobiles, but 
foregoing its use could extract 
a higher price in traffic ac¬ 
cidents - which often cause 
serious or fatal injuries - im¬ 
possible traffic snarls and 
serious disruptions in the 
economic activities of a 
snowbound community. 
Besides, it would be impossible 
for ambulances, police 
emergency vehicles and fire 
engines to move about if roads 
were not cleared. 

“A report by the Highway 
Research Board of the 
National Academy of Sciences 
in 1970 is the most authoritative 
study compiled thus far,” 
Rightmire said. “It found no 
evidence that major rivers and 





lakes are contaminated by 
deicing salt.” 

Greenfield, Massachusetts 
conducted its own study and 
found that “while there may be 
a temporary retarding or 
browning effect on vegetation 
right along the roadside, no 
permanent damage due to salt 
has been observed.’’ 

Cinders, which were 
commonly used to reduce 
skidding on snow covered 
roads several decades back, 
are rarely used now, and for 
good reason. Though sand and 
cinders provided traction, the 
gritty material clogged drains 
and sewers when it washed off 
the streets after a thaw. 

Snow tires and studded tires 
are also effective in helping 
drivers to control their cars 
and to reduce the number of 
accidents caused by snow- 
covered roads. 

However, studded tires are 
also being threatened by a few 
critics. The studs, they say, 
can scrape tiny ridges In 
asphalt or pavement, par¬ 
ticularly from spinning wheels 
when a car first starts moving. 
The result is that roads may 
require repairs earlier than 
they otherwise might. 

Still, the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration 
has recommended studded 
tires on all four wheels of the 
car. They’ve been supported by 
just about all the other safety- 
minded organizations in the 
country. 

“We’re pitting scientific 
facts against exaggerated 
emotionalism,” said Right¬ 
mire. “Wc know the deicing 
salts and studded tires save 
lives. We also know that 
nothing of equal value has been 
harmed by them.”

Finance, Selectmen 
Differ On Tax Rate 


In other matters recently local police 
investigated a breaking and entering at a 
Ginn rd. residence and a larceny from a 
building site. 

Friday night a neighbor of the Frank F. 
Fronglllo’s, 34 Gill rd. noticed two men 
carrying a heavy object out of the house to the 
trunk of p car and then drive off toward Bacon 
st. When Officer David K. Richardson 
arrived, he found that rear and cellar doors 
had been tampered with. A color television 
was known to be missing at that time. A 
strong box had also been forced open. 

While one builder in town complained of 
vandalism, another informed Winchester 
police of the larceny of building tools and 
materials, 

William Hampton of Dunstable catalogued 
the following items as missing from 51 and 53 
Squire rd.: thermoglass picture window, two 
pre-hung doors, an unknown amount of 
carpenters’ tools and finish molding, roll of 
insulation and a sliding glass door. Officer 
Franklin P. R. Bartlett found that one house 
was not at all secured, while the second had 
an unlocked garage. 

Sergeant Mario Buzzotta was informed 
last Thursday night of malicious damage to 
houses under construction at Lantern Park. 
John E. Moore, owner and builder at this site, 
pointed out broken glass and smashed win¬ 
dows and wooden window frames. 


The attendant of the Tulsa gas station on 
Main st. surrendered $31.85after a threat that 
his ‘'head would be blown off" by an 
automatic pistol Sunday evening. 

According to the police report of Officer 
John R. Oliver, the attendant, Mark Connors, 
was approached by a white male in his late 
20 ’s who wanted to know where the rest room 
was. When at the entrance to the rest room, 
located at the rear of the station, the man 
reportedly brought out the pistol and 
demanded money. 

The attendant was then ordered into the 
rest room and told to remain there. Connors 
waited to contact police until he had heard a 
vehicle drive up and leave, 

Joining the search of the area were 
Sergeant John J. Frongillo and Officers 
Andrew J. Saroco and Frank Vozzella. 


The Finance Committee and Board of 
Selectmen split shnrply Tuesday night over 
Finance’s estimate that the 1973 Winchester 
tax rate might have to he set between $3 and 
$3.90. 

Disagreement arose over how much 
“free" (reserve) money should be used for 
the purchase of equipment to keep the rate 
lower, how much the town can expect from 
the slate and what percentage of federal 
revenue sharing funds can be applied to this 
year’s real estate tax. 

“Where are the increases?" Selectman 
John J. Sullivan demanded. “They are not in 
our budgets." 

Finance Chairman Lawrence T. Smith 
said electric, telephone and healing costs are 
up, to which Sullivan countered that the 
selectmen realized that ami decreased ex¬ 
penses in other areas. 

Finance members proposed these reasons 
for the increase: $350,(100 drop in state 
payments, 1.5 percent general increase in 
town operating expenses, payment of 
teachers’ summer salaries entirely during 
this fiscal year 4.5 percent salary hike for 
teachers and 5 percent for other town em 
ployees, decline in the balance of reserve 
money and thus less available to draw on this 
year, increase in the estimated cost of 
Leonard Pool reconstruction (up $100,000, to 
$300,000. by information of Finance member 
Mark A. Lombardi) and Finance’s having 
taken into consideration all of the selectmen’s 
items for new equipment purchases. 

The selectmen, however, are not com¬ 
mitted to all of the equipment purchases — 
primarily fire and police vehicles. They 
recently put them out to bid to see how high 
the bids come in. Nor can anyone say whether 
town meeting next month will approve the 
equipment purchases. 

Finance Chairman Smith explained the 
reasons for Iasi year's 30-eon! tax rate drop 
but said, “It’s unreasonable to expect the 
town can enjoy another decrease." He said 
Finance’s $3 to $3.90, still a guess at this point, 
could “increase slightly or decrease not lower 
than $3." 

Said Sullivan: “I still don’t think it Ims to 
he over $1. In fact. 1 make a prediction it will 
be a buck or less " 

Town comptroller James Costello, 
however, said there are some areas of con¬ 
siderable increase: “Retirement (payments) 
are up substantially: group insurance is up 
substantially; the school budget is up — 
What's beyond “substantially"?" 

Interrupted one Finance member: 
“Astronomically?’’ 

Chairman Smith noted that Finance is 
recommending to the town meeting an $18,000 
lower school budget than requested by the 
School Committee, a “sharp" decrease in the 
requested fire budget and said even if the 
town meeting voles down use of some "free" 
money for equipment purchases, it may yet 
vote that money in other areas. 

“We should leave some flexibility, John," 
he said to Sullivan about liberul use of reserve 
cash. 

The town’s tax rate is $61, at supposedly 
100 percent valuation. Last year, according to 
Smith’s figures. $1 on the rate equalled 
$194,000 in expenses. This year $1 represents 
$196,000. 

Prior to the selectmen’s departure, 
Chairman Paul Amico mode pitches for 


restoration of funds in tire and legal. After the 
selectmen left. Finance voted to restore $2,000 
to legal, making the total budget $28,683: 
$20,183 in salary for the town counsel and the 
remainder for contractual services. 

Finance also acted on the town clerk’s 
budget, approving all but an item to hire a 
senior clerk. This position expired two years 
ago when Town Clerk Elsie Nelson failed to 
find a replacement before Finance recom¬ 
mended it be cut. The selectmen strongly 
favor its restoration. 

Mrs. Nelson said her budget was late in 
reaching Finance because she is short of help 
Smith wanted the committee to hold off acting 
on the budget until Mrs. Nelson can submit an 
item on the hiring of temporary help. 

But a Finance member expressed doubt 
that Mrs. Nelson would do this. “We need this 
action to squeeze her."

Town Moderator Raymond J. Kenney Jr.

ways to foster continual citizen participation 
In our government." 

Kenney continued: “Principally, we 
earnestly solicit suggestions from all citizens 
and urge that precinct coordinators be con¬ 
tacted with information concerning meetings 
of interest and as sources of closer com¬ 
munication with the precincts.

With those words Robert J. Taylor, 40 
years of age, answered a question on what he 
will do with his newly won $1 million Tuesday 
night as he became Winchester’s first instant 
millionaire. 

Taylor and his wife, Susan, live at 12 Hill 
st. in the northerly section of town. Tuesday 
night Mr. and Mrs. Taylor attended the 
Massachusetts lottery drawing at the 
Sheraton Boston Hotel at the Prudential 
Center. 

Taylor had become eligible for a prize Jan. 
4 when he bought a lottery ticket having the 
qualifying last two digits — 15. Then on Feb. 2 
when the serial number was drawn he came 
up with the eligible three digits for the million 
dollar drawing — 834, More than a hundred 
persons qualified for this drawing. 

Before the big drawing was held, each 
contestant received a check (or $500 for being 
qualifiers. Taylor joked that he had to borrow 
money to pay for a dinner because no one 
could cash the large check. 

Then there was Tuesday night. The an¬ 
nouncement of the millionaire came after 
eight awards of $10,000 and one of $100,000. 
Three persons sitting at Taylor’s table won 
$10,000 each. 

Announcement of the millionaire began: 
“From the Town of Winchester, the newest 
millionaire, Robert J. Taylor.” 

“At that moment both my legs froze. I 


The School Committee and 50 parents of 
Mystic School children exchanged arguments 
Monday night on school redistricting, leaving 
Ihe parents unpersuaded over its merits and 
committee members ostensibly undecided 
what to do. 

The two-hour session at Mystic School 
heard a number of parents state the same 
argument in their opposition to sending their 
children to the new McCall elementary 
school: 

Why should their children be forced to 
walk a longer distance-in some cases passing 
Mystic on their way to McCall-over a more 
hazardous route? 

Committeeman Stephen Parkhurst offered 
several reasons: Mystic School is over¬ 
crowded, needs more space for a library, art 
room and other such “special” uses; the 
committee wants "equal educational op¬ 
portunity for pupita in the town’s nine 
elementary schools; the school is not in the 
middle of the district; it would cost $1.7 
million to expand Mystic, “which doesn't 
make economic sense” and a proposed 
ollernnlive-to move Mystic fifth through 
sixth graders to McCalJ-is not desirable. 

Parkhurst said locating only a few grades 
in one school separates families, ends use of 
older children in helping younger ones, gives 
pupils a greater identity and help maintain 
the "smallness” of a school. 

One parent, Richard A. Clarke of 378 South 
Border rd., said his children will have to walk 
) 1-lOths mile to McCall along a street with no 
sidewalk. Another, Francis J. McGrath of 5 
Madison ave. West, asked: "What has hap¬ 
pened to the neighborhood concept of 
schools?" He added: “It seems kind of 
ridiculous we live 200 feet from the school and 
my children will huve to walk a mile to 
McCall." 

McGrath said the reason many in the area

The Cemetery Commissioners were op¬ 
posed to the appointment of a funeral director 
to fill Ihe vacancy on the commission caused 
by the death in December of our senior 
member, Mr, Lowell R. Smith. 

Due lo a switch in the meeting dates with 
the selectmen, our board had only three 
members presenl so the vote was four lo three 
against our proposed candidate. In the 122 
years of the operation of the cemetery there 
has never been a funeral director on the 
commission. 

We feel that this would place our 
superinlendent and his working force in an 
embarrassing position to have to serve a 
funeral director-commissioner in the 
operation of the cemetery. 

Also, in our opinion, such a situation would 
constitute a conflict of interst and would be 
unfair to other local funeral directors. 

Chapter No. 112 of the General Laws, 
Section No. 87 states: “No person engaged 
in embalming and funeral directing or ser¬ 
ving as an apprentice shall act or be em¬ 
ployed as a caretaker or supervisor at any 
cemetery.” 

The Cemetery Commissioners supervise 
the maintenance and the operation of Wild¬ 
wood Cemetery and feel that the above 
statement is very clear. 

We believe that our present senior 
member, Mr. Ralph W. Hatch, should be re¬ 
turned to office at the March election so that 
the town may have the benefit of his ex¬ 
perience gained in his 10 years as a com¬ 
missioner.

The Winchester Environmental Protection 
Association has begun an environmental 
education program in our elementary 
schools. One of the elements of the program 
includes information about littering in the 
form of a litter fact sheet distributed to each 
classroom. The fact sheets were a donation 
from Keep America Beautiful, Inc. I would 
like to share with you a couple of the facts:

Hospital "Deception’ 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Feb. 7, 1 wrote a letter to the five Win¬ 
chester selectmen repealing in writing the 
appreciation I expressed orally at their Feb. 5 
meeting. My letter said, in part: “Why, 
during the past four years, the board has been 
confronted with a choice between the housing 
of people and the storage of cars, you have 
consistently supported the housing of 
people." 

My reference concerned the several ef¬ 
forts by the Winchester Hospital ad¬ 
ministration lo secure a land advantage in 
neighboring residential areas. These efforts 
have been a continuing source of harassment 
to property owners in the affected areas. 

In Feh 15’s Star, hospital administrator 
Reese James typically tried lo continue to 
cloud the real issue by again focusing on the 
hospital's need for additional parking 
facilities. I can sympathize with that need. 
But it is not a need unique to Winchester 
Hospital. Other hospitals have it. So do scores 
of other institutions and business establish¬ 
ments throughout the congested east. 
Somehow, most of them - and their em¬ 
ployees and visitors - manage lo cope with it. 

But parking accommodations arc and 
have been but one element of a grander 
scheme that the hospital administration has 
been relentlessly advancing for four years -- 
ever since discussions to consider a combined 
Winehester-Cboate regional hospital broke 
down. Since then, the Winchester Hospital 
administration has been trying ploy after 
ploy to acquire land or favored treatment by 
the town with what I consider a wanton 
disregard for the rights and tranquility of 
neighborhing property owners, 

In each of these efforts, parking has been 
cited as the reason. Whenever questions 
concerning plans for building expansion have 
been raised, the hospital administration has 
denied the existence of such plans. Until the 
Feb. 5 meeting of the selectmen! On that 
occasion, plans for a new outpatient building 
were revealed along with the "possibility” of 
a new professional building. Prior denials of 
facilities expansion, we were told, referred to 
“bed facilities." Ah, semantics! 

Mrs. McCarthy and I are appalled by such 
deception by supposedly responsible men. 

Admittedly, our ability to be objective 
about this matter is limited. We suffer under 
economic and psychological swords of 
Damocles. We have no plans to relocate, but 
should circumstances ever compel us lo sell, 
we have, realistically, but one buyer to look to 
- the Winchester Hospital administration. 

If we are fortunate enough not to be 
compelled to relocate, we must live with the 
possibility that wc will be surrounded by 
ancillary hospital facilities and parking lots - 
and the nuisances and crime potential that 
the very term “parking lot” implies. 

This kind of institutional encroachment is 
not unique today. The Massachusetts 
Historical Society administrators are 
presently planning to raze apartments oc¬ 
cupied by elderly people -- also supposedly to 
store cars. The administrations of private 
universities have been similarly encroaching 
on citizens for years for expansion purposes. 

Massport authorities have been doing 
likewise. But what can the victims do when 
confronted by such formidable institutional 
adversaries -- adversaries with time, money 
and influential power as allies? Our only 
recourse is to solicit the support of elected 
officials and other congferned citizens with a 
humane orientation.

The author of the following article on 
Winchester’s ABC House (A Better Chance) 
Is by Robert H. Anderson, professor of 
Education at the Harvard Graduate School of 
Education and past president of ABC. ABC 
House on Dlx street offers 10 minority young 
men the chance to receive a quality high 
school education they might not have 
received In their home towns. ABC, Inc., is a 
national non-profit organization. 

It is possible to look at ABC from many 
viewpoints. As one who is concerned with the 
educational development of young people, let 
me offer a few opinions as to how ABC meets 
a variety of educational criteria, 

One of the “cardinal principles" these 
days is that a healthy self-esteeem Is 
prerequisite to success in any endeavor, 
perhaps particularly Including education. 
One ingredient in self-esteem is the 
realization that other people care about and 
respect you. The ABC arrangement begins 
with a recruitment-and-selection process 
through which each ABC student becomes 
more aware of the network of adults who have 
come to appreciate his strong qualities and 
potential. 

It continues through the relationships that 
develop with the resident family members, 
with the resident tutors, with the other 
resident students and with the host families. 
Within the school, similarly, satisfying 
relationships develop with a number of adults 
and fellow students; and the ABC student 
therefore finds himself surrounded by many 
persons whose own ego-strength is healthy 
and whose behavior toward him reinforces a 
sense of worth and acceptance, Obviously, 
this will be more true for some ABC students 
than for others, but it seems reasonable to 
expect that few would end up with lowered 
self-esteem as a result of the program. 

An emerging conviction among 
psychologists and educators is that human 
beings lend to go through certain inevitable 
stages of growth along the path lo maturity, 
but each in his own way and according to his 
own timetable. Furthermore, It is realized 
that children and youth learn a great deal 
more from each other than they do from 
teachers in school. Even more fascinating is 
the growing realization that young people 
profit from association not only with other 
young people of similar interests and 
abilities, but also with others who are dif¬ 
ferent from themselves in significant 
respects. 

On the strength of growing evidence to this

Winchester history buffs and all those 
interested esfrecially in “Winchester’s most 
significant historical monument, the Mid 
dlesex Canal" (Don R. Brown, chairman of 
the Winchester Historical Commission) 
should take special note of Cmsr.

The old tow path barge could be restored 
by the American Society of Civil Engineer 
since the chief engineer and planner of the 
canal was Col. Loammi Baldwin and his 
namesake is hailed as the father of civil 
engineering. Both resided in the Baldwin 
Mansion. The old barge could be moved to a 
spot along side the famed masion which now 
rests right on Ihe banks of the old Middlesex 
Canal at the junction of Routes 38 and 128 in 
Woburn, visible to all Winchester’s visitors 
from north, east and west. 

Since so many readers have asked about 
the Baldwin Mansion this note: Yes, it was 
only last week finally settled squarely on its 
foundations. The movers had thoughtlessly 
left it five inches off its proper alignment and 
most understandably Mr. Brophy, the 
building inspector, would not approve the, 
building until it was set right. After months of 
hassle and waiting the mover returned and in 
a matter of one hour fixed it properly on its 
final resting place, this time squarely on its 
foundation. Masons are busy and further 
work to keep the mansion secure from the 
weather will be undertaken shortly. 

Meanwhile, work by Winchester’s newly 
appointed historical commission proceeds 
apace with an historical inventory of Win¬ 
chester’s most significant historical 
buildings. Anyone who has historical in¬ 
formation about his house should contact the 
historical commission through the Town Hfall. 
This will be of vast assistance in the historical 
inventory.

latter effect, for example, the permanent 
segregation of children by sex (as in Boys’ 
Latin), by ability (as in special classes for 
gifted children and for handicapped 
children), by age (as in most age-graded 
classrooms) and even by neighborlood 
patterns becomes a highly questionable 
approach. It becomes desirable, rather, to 
insure that children of “all sorts and con¬ 
ditions" will be assembled together' for 
purposes of instruction in order that each 
child will have opportunity for intellectual 
and other linkages with a wide variety and 
mixture of other children. 



Obviously, there ore also advantages in 
occasional groupings based on similarity, as 
for example in “homogeneous” reading 
groups with learners who are all at the same 
stage of development and with the same 
learning problems, or a class of extremely 
advanced students in biology. The point is 
that both heterogeneity and homogeneity are 
to be desired. 

There are now strong arguments put forth 
by minority groups on the virtues of 
separatist education—all black schools in 
which blacks can better protect and preserve 
their cultural identity. Although there are 
nuances in such discussions that go beyond 
mere educational criteria, and I do not mean 
to ignore them, I am unpersuaded by 
available evidence that the separatist ap¬ 
proach is good either for society as a )vhole, or 
for the students—both black andi white— 
whose lives are or would be affected by it. 

Given the evidence that differences 
enhance the contributions people can make to 
each other, and given further the need every

person has to learn about and accommodate 
some of the major differences among peoples, 
then it follows that black and white, rich and 
poor, Republican and Democrat, Christian 
and Jew (or Muslim or whatever), tenth- 
generation Yankee and first-generation 
immigrant, these and all other “different" 
types of people ought to comprise the human 
mix (hat live together in the place called 
school. 

Winchester and other ABC communities 
clearly make a generous contribution to the 
well-being of the young minority group people 
who attend their high schools under ABC 
auspices; but let it not be overlooked that 
educational and other benefits extend to the 
towns' own children as well. Opportunities 
that would otherwise be denied them are to 
develop relationships with youngsters of 
"different’' backgrounds and orientation and 
. to hetler realize how rich and complicated are 
the worlds in which these youngsters grew up. 

Even more important is for them lo realize 
how false and evil is the racism that has so 
savagely influenced Ihe lives of these young 
people whose basic qualities and needs are 
revealed to be. after all, greatly similar to 
those of the privileged whites. Such lessons, if 
not learned before one passes through 
adolescence, may be difficult if not im¬ 
possible to learn later in life. 

A strength and a potential danger in the 
ABC arrangement |is that the resident 
students develop a strong family identity. 
While this sustains them as they face the 
challenges thal come along, both predictable 
and unpredictable, it also tends to maintain 
the emotional distance between them and the 
young people who are of the community. 

The alternative, having each ABC student 
live with a host family, tends to have the 
opposite disadvantage, namely that each one 
has to face the challenges more or less by 
himself and without as much psychological 
protection from the other ABC students. On 
balance, It seems the house arrangement is 
the better of the two; although what is needed 
is for greater effort by the entire community 
to reduce the social and other barriers that 
tend to exist und to open itself more sincerely 
to Ihe ABC students in a variety of ways.

To help mark the news that our national 
historic site, the Baldwin Mansion, is now 
resting firmly on its foundation at long last on 
the banks of another national historic 
monument, the Middlesex Canal I would like 
to share the following nostalgic account taken 
from The Winchester Star in 1885 from (he 
scrapbook of Martha Rand. Since Winchester 
has been known longer as South Woburn than 
Winchester, it seems.’fitting’ That this fis in¬ 
cluded as part of Winchester’s history. The 
article is signed "I., T." 

"The ... Did Baldwin Mansion, built by 
Henry Baldwin, one of the first settlers in 
Woburn in 1661, and now probably the best 
preserved and oldest house in town. This 
house looks, in Ihe muin, very much as it has 
always looked since 1820 . II has or course 
needed and received some changes and 
repairs from time to time, 

“Mr. George Baldwin put up the present 
north chimney of the house, which so far as 
known was Ihe first ‘single flue’ chimney in 
the country. Mr. B. also designed chimney 
caps, and built (he small addition lo the house 
in the rear. But many of the old attractions in 
the surroundings of the place long disap¬ 
peared. 

“On the south, between Ihe house and the 
Canal, was once as I well remember, a 
beautiful garden with walks, and Irecs, 
shrubs and flowers, and tempting fruits, such 
as are often seen now, but were very rare 
then. The present generation might think the 
flowers old fashioned, but the whole garden 
was, in its day, far superior to any thing of the 
kind in this vicinity, though neither fountain, 
nor arbor, nor walk, nor boat is there to now 
hint at the story of the past. 

“If an account of Norlhe Woburn in 1820 


destroyed not a little of the fine fruit. On one 
occasion the Colonel caught a company of 
boys in the very act of theft and made them 
prisoners. They very properly supposed that 
something dreadful was to huppen. 

“It was morning, and they had a long 
summer's day before them. Escorted with 
almost military precision into the house, they 
were ushered into a room far superior in 
many respects to any they ever saw before, 
and there, all day long, were treated with the 
kindest givljities and attentions os welcome 
guests. A table was loaded not only with un 
abundance of the coveted fruit, but also with 
other delicacies, and they were told to help 
themselves and make themselves at home. 

"The Colonel was most happy to see them, 
taking meanwhile special care lo honor the 
occasion by the constant presence with them, 
through the long day, or himself or one of his 
hospitable family. As the day wore slowly 
away, the honored guests, now and then as 
they could, exchanged significant glunccs, 
and as night approached, the glances had a 
decided touch of anxiety lest their visit be so 
long as to unduly tax the hospitality of their, 
distinguished host. 

“Night, however, came and their 
thoughtful entertainer, without a hint at Ihe 
occasion of his friendly attentions, and 
thinking their mothers might he anxious 
about them, dismissed them, with many good . 
wishes and invitations lo come again to their 
homes. 11 used to be said thul they never 
accepted his invitation to repeat the visit, und 
never again took any special interest in Col. | 
Baldwin’s fine garden. 

"The story of the pigs is shorter, As the, 
hoys had climbed over the gate, the pigs! 
crawled under it. Accordingly the Colonel so 
fastened a sharp scythe beneath the gate, that 1 
every pig, one at a time, who attempted to get

“We, the hoys, used to be told thul Col. 
Baldwin was greatly annoyed by some of the 
village boys and pigs both which often found

like and man-like as well, every pig of the 
flock had lo try it, though in each case with 
the same result.

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CD Director Is Appointed 


A new civil defense director, fire 
safeguards al the Parkview Apartments and 
budget Items were among issues discussed 
recently by the Board of Selectmen. 

Wilbur C. Otis, head of the auxiliary fire 
Torce, was unanimously appointed the new 
civil defense director, thus assuring con¬ 
tinuance of civil defense Tor the time being. 

Though Selectman John J. Sullivan feels 
the long range solution to civil defense is to 
Incorporate it Into the police or fire depart¬ 
ment he moved Otis's appointment on the 
basis "we have a unique man here." 

The part-time position is unpaid and 
carries few regular duties, mostly a standby 
operation in case of emergency. 

The board approved the civil defense 
budget of $9,500 after cutting $690 for radios. 

Last weekend’s fire at the Parkview 
Apartments, 200 Swanton st., prompted Fire 
Chief I. Francis Amico to write the selectmen 
urging the board to ask the owner to install 
interior hydrants and a driveway close to the 
building to aid in possible fire fighting. 

Chairman Amico was very reluctant to 
allow the board to discuss the subject in 
public. He felt the public might be needlessly 
alarmed, But Selectman Sullivan insisted and 
motioned" that the owner be notified of the 
chief’s concern. The board approved it. 

The board set Feb, 26 as the date for a 
public hearing on the application from 
Winchester Lodge of Elks for a club license. 

The following men were approved as 
permanent firefighters: Louis S. Cappello, 
Herbert B. Cogan, John J. Dooley, Kenneth P. 
Duffy. William P. Doran Jr. and Kevin M. 
Yore. 

The board received a letter from Mrs. 
Anthony Pronskl of 128 Washington st. 
requesting a closed session to discuss "a 
violation of the zoning law" in a house in her 
neighborhood. 

Selectman Sullivan opposed a closed 
session and Chairman Amico asked the 
board's executive secretary Edward Don¬ 
nelly to get the concerned town boards 
together with Mrs. Pronski in an attempt to 
settle her complaint 

Among the budget items discussed was the 
town clerk’s. Approval of the $33,045 election 
and registration budget came after Select¬ 
man Giarrizzo failed to cut a $7,000 item for 
senior clerk. 

He said this year there is only one election 
and “If we don’t delete it the town meeting 
will” (as they did last year). Secretary 
Donnelly said the position was vacated in 1969 
and funds cut off before It could be filled. 

He said the town clerk’s office puts in long 
hours “and a lot of it in this area of election 
and registration."

that funding the slot would not he creating a 
new position since it had already existed. 
"The records down there are definitely falling 
behind," Sullivan Baid of the "understaffed" 
town clerk’s office. 

The position would pay about $7,000. 
Selectmen Sullivan, Chapman and Amico 
voted in favor of the position; Giarrizzo and 
Dunbar against, a rare split among these 
selectmen, who usually vote unanimously on 
issues. 

The board voted to put out for bid requests 
from the fire chief for more equipment, A 
ladder truck estimated at $ 80,000 is his 
priority item. The selectmen indicated they 
could pay for the new equipment-total: 
$115,000-from the town's reserve fund, 
thereby not increasing the tax rate. There is 
$700,000 in the reserve, or "stabilization,” 
fund. 


The board will decide what if any equip¬ 
ment it recommends lor purchase after the 
bids are received. 

Also out forbid will lie three snow scrapers 
al the request of Highway Superintendent 
Robert O’Brien, The town bought three 
scrapers last year and O'Brien says their 
benefits are "tremendous." 

Use of scrapers mitigates the need for salt, 
he indicated, and saves money in plowing. 
The scrapers could pay for themselves, he 
suid, The board agreed to seek bids on the 
equipment before making a decision. 

The board ended its public session by 
going into a closed session with Superin¬ 
tendent O'Brien for what Chairman Amico 
said was a discussion of "pcrsonhel" in 
O’Brien's Department.

bought homes there was because of the neigh¬ 
borhood school, 

The School Committee’s plan is use empty 
McCall Junior High School for a new 
elementary building, closing Lincoln School 
and sending those students and 118 from 
Mystic and nine from Noonan (and 45 from St. 
Mary’s if that closes) to a renovated McCall. 

Mystic now has 437 children. Mystive ave. 
and Prospect st. is the current border 
separating the Lincoln from Mystic districts. 
The expanded McCall district would take in 
the Lincoln and part of the Mystic up to 
Chestnut st., an addition of four streets. 

McCall’s renovation will cost $75,000, 
according to Committeeman Parkhurst. It 
was renovated in 1954 at a cost of $600,000. 
McManus House, next to it, will be 
demolished for a kindergarten play area, 
Parkhurst said, despite a warrant in the town 
meeting to save it for a center for elderly 
affairs. 

"As a practical matter, we (School 
Committee) could tear down McManus House 
tomorrow. One way or another that building 
is going to come down. If the School Com¬ 
mittee doesn't do it, the termites will. "He 
added that he expects it will be torn down in 
early April, when the town meeting is ex¬ 
pected to end. 

Richard Young, Muraco School principal 
and a Mystic parent, defended the proposed 
redistricting, calling Mystic’s facilities 
"appalling" and urging the committee to 
install an adequate library, art room and 
pnysical education facilities. He doesn’t mind 
his daughter walking to McCall, he said. 

Parkhurst pointed out that since McCall 
has a school lunch program the walk will be 
twice a day, rather than four times. He also 
said the new route which takes children 
across Main st. "is less dangerous than 
crossing at some other places." 

The parents prevailed upon the committee 
to postpone its decision on the redistricting 
originally scheduled for this coming Monday 
until a committee is formed to study the 
matter further. 

The Mystic School Association supports 
the proposed redlstrlcting.

Candidates Discuss Taxes, Center Improvement, Apartments 


Candidate responses to a questionnaire on 
town issues prepared by the voters service 
committee of the Winchester league of 
Women Voters have been released by the 
LWV, 

Each candidate was asked: “What do you 
consider the principal challenges facing the 
orflce you seek? tt’hal would you suggest as 
solutions? How are you qualified to deal with 
these challenges?” 

The candidates’ replies, arranged 
alphabetically under the office each is 
seeking in I he annual town election March 5, 
follow Replies from candidates running for 
offices in which there are no contests are not 
printed 

SELECTMAN, 3-vear term (vote for 2): 

William (». Chapman Jr.. 20 Hillcrest 
parkway (incumbent)— “The main 
problems do not necessarily change. That is, 
taxes and services and their related balance. 
The resolution of these relates directly to the 
ability of town government to hold a hard 
nose attitude toward budgeting of depart¬ 
ments while demanding the maximum in 
terms of service from thess departments 

“As a member of the Board of Selectmen, 
we have held the hard line in budgeting for 
three years and although I am not sure how 
much longer we will be able to be so 
penurious, I would intend to perpetuate this 
attitude and approach to its ultimate. 

“The other main problem remains the 
economic and environmental stability of the 
so called center. After some eight years of 
working, first as a Planning Board member 
and most currently as a selectman, we, 
through the private enterprise segment as 
represented by the Winchester businessmen, 
are beginning to make real progress. It would 
be my intention to support to the greatest 
possible degree the efforts of this private 
enterprise group. 

“In general, it is my desire to serve to the 
greatest degree the average Winchester 
citizen and to that end l ask your support.” 

Emldlo DILoreto. 93 Thornberry rd.-— 
“The principal challenge facing thp Town of 
Winchester is the rising tax rate. The Board 
of Selectmen is in a position to evaluate 
whether or not the town is getting its dollar's 
worth when it spends it without curtailing the 
necessary services which must be rendered to 
the people of the town. 

“I feel 1 am qualified to deal with this 
problem since 1 both live and work in the town 
and am able to observe first hand what is 
going on.” 

Mark A. Lombardi, 14 Ware rd.~ “I 
consider the principal challenges facing 
Winchester to be rezoning and a Board of 
Selectmen that would take a stronger look at 
our town departments in an effort to find 
ways to eliminate waste In material and 
manpower and an upgrading in the services 
offered to the townspeople. 

"As for rezoning, I think that we need a 
new zoning by-law, but 1 do not feel that 
anybody should be forced to have apartments 
in their backyard. The place for apartments, 
in my mind, would be in the center of town 
where they would be close to transportation, 
churcheB, etc. 

“On the question of a strong Board of 
Selectmen, the departments that come under 
their immediate supervision such as police, 
lire, highway, snow and ice, Town Hall, 
should be ruled with a strong hand. If a 
department hej-J cannot manage his 
department, then perhaps he should be 
removed. 

“As a three-year member of the Finance 
Committee, I have gained an in-depth 
knowledge and understanding of most of the 
town government departments and would 
have no problems in carrying out this type of 
program.” 

Eugene B. Rotondl Sr., 224 Forest st.— 
“Property taxes—ever increasing cost of 


town services. High school costs. Bettor use of 
our vacant properties for a better tax return. 

A closer examination of school costs. 
Abolition of executive secretary position that 
pays close to $22,000 per year. Consolidation 
of various departments for centralization of 
purchasing power and control utilization of 
machinery and manpower. Close scrutiny on 
hiring of equipment. 

“Qualified by education, experience: 36 
years as town meeting member. 45 years as 
general contractor.” 

Lawrence T. Smith, 4 Meadowcroft rd.— 
"New concepts In ecology and education 
present many challenges at all levels of 
government. Consequently, federal and state 
legislation has placed new and difficult 
burdens on local communities. Only through 
hard work and resourcefulness can we find 
Winchester’s solution to the conflict between 
the need for new services and our ability to 
pay for them. 

“Although the structure of our town 
government limits its powers, the Board of 
Selectmen can take the initiative in building 
common goals with other boards and com¬ 
missions. For example, the selectmen can 
give encouragement to the Planning Board's 
proposals for revision of our zoning by-laws. 
Success can be achieved if the changes are 
largely technical and safeguard our present 
non-commercial arens from major multiple 
dwelling unit development. 

“The Board of Selectmen can also work 
with the School Committee in seeking 
remedial legislation which would correct the 
expensive mandates of the Commonwealth 
that do not apply to the problems of our 
community, 

"Twenty years of civic involvement in my 
home town, especially my recent experience 
both as a member and as chairman of the 
Finance Committee, has given me both the 
insight and experience to serve the town ns a 
member of the Board of Selectmen.” 

ASSESSOR, 3-year term (vote for 1>: 

Sumner M. Beal Jr„ 30 Hollywood rd.—- 
“Assessing property in order that each 
owner is assessed equitably. It is necessary 
that assessors are experienced and qualified 
in all phases of real estate: land, single 
family homes, apartments, commercial, 
industrial and office buildings. 

“I am presently serving as an assessor. I 
have a basic understanding of town finances, 
having served until recently on our Finance 
Committee. I have been actively involved in 
the problems of real estate for the past 20 
years on the local, state and national scene." 

Werner A. Carlson. 14 Bigelow ave.— 
“The principal challenge is in performing 
fair and equal assessing practices for all 
property owners. My dally appraising and 
estimating duties provide me with current, 
data needed to do this. Today l see a 
challenging program of upgrading our 
business properties tied to a tax incentive 
package to stimulate action. 

"In future years these upgraded 
properties will provide addtional revenue, 
take a greater share of the lax burden and 
eliminate the pressure of rezoning residential 
land. 1 believe l have the background, 
education, business experience, vision and 
ambition to work this program for you. Let’s 
move forward.” 

Ralph C. Powers, 3 Meriden rd.— “Too 
much favoritism shown in assessing practices 
used for both business properties and many 
private residences.

This machine 
owned by a Woburn resident, who was paid by the 
middleman tor (olal hours on snow work; Standard 
rale tor this machine was S3Q par hour. 

As a large taxpayer I strenuously object to 1hl» 
method of spending our money, and I am certain most 
taxpayers agree. 

Too many semi trailers hauling and plowing mow. 

Said trucks designed lo carry large loads for distance. 

Have you seen them cluttered around the cenler? For. 
short distances they are slow, cumbersome, slow lo 
manuoever and cost more besides polluting the air. No 
more than two trailers should be hired, with our town 
trucks, thus cutting our expenditures, saving 
thousands ol dollars.

Hospital Focus Blurred 


Winchester Hospital remains in the focus 
— if somewhat blurred — of the Board of 
Selectmen, now requesting specific plans 
before it acts on the hospital’s request for ^00 
more parking spaces. 

A petition containing 69 names, mean¬ 
while. has been submitted to the board in 
opposition to the town "permitting public 
lands to be used for private use." This refers 
to the selectmen’s offer — yet to be voted — to 
lease to Winchester Hospital the private 
house it owns and rents at 22 Highland ave. 
The house would be torn down. 

Two weeks ago the selectmen held a public 
hearing to allow the hospital’s neighbors a 
chance to express why they are opposed to the 
expansion plans. At that meeting the chair¬ 
man, Paul F. Amico. said the board would 
probably decide the matter the next week. 

The next week Amico asked the board to 
wait a week until the police and fire chiefs 
commented on what safety hazards exist by 
having hospital visitors use Highland avenue 
for parking. This week the selectmen agreed 
they were not prepared to make a decision. 

Selectman John J. Sullivan wants the town 
engineer lo get the dimensions of Russell 
House, on the property, to see if this would 
yield the needed spaces for parking if it were 
demolished. 

Selectman Vito Giarrizzo said he wanted 
to see the overall expansion plans of the 
hospital as submitted lo the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health, rather than 
plans from the hospital. 

Amico: "I don'! think what we’re con¬ 
sidering has anything to bear on the hospital’s 
expansion plans." 

Giarrizzo: "Quite the contrary, Mr. 
Chairman. If they proceed with the parking, 
that precludes use of that land for anything 
else. What we have to do is iron out their plans 
for any expansion before we grant them 
parking because that locks them in.” 

Amico: "That's your opinion,’’ The 
chairman and Selectman John J. Sullivan 
argued for an early decision as "in the best 
interest of the people in the area and town.” 

Giarrizzo however, persisted in his 
demand for "all the information." Amico 
wondered what happens if that information 
doesn't come for two or six months. 

Sullivan said the present parking plan "is 
divorced from expansion" in that an im¬ 
mediate parking solution is required. The 
board agreed to make a decision in two 
weeks. 

Giarrizzo even took issue with the always 
routine approval of the previous week's 
minutes. He argued that his comments the 
previous week against the expansion should 
have been included. 

To which Chairman Amico responded that 
there hadn’t been a motion on the hospital and 
he only allowed discussion out of courtesy and 
that without a motion the minutes would 
become "a propaganda sheet." 

In other business, the board: 


Geary: ‘Protect 
Town Character’ 

Candidate for Planning Board Joseph F. 
Geary Jr. this week repeated his strong ob¬ 
jection to the proliferation of apartments in 
residential districts. He views his candidacy 
as an extention of his support for, and in- 
volvemenl in, many of the citizen movements 
mounted over the past five years to protect 
the existing character of the town." 

Through his membership in Concerned 
Citizens and the Winchester Property Owners 
Association, he feels “a broadened knowledge 
of related problems that makes him con¬ 
versant with the types of inequities that 
could be heaped on.many small businessmen 
and property owners by a callous total 
revision of the zoning by-law.” 

As for Ihe town center, his conversations 
with members of the Winchester Business 
Association have convinced him "concerted 
cooperative efforts by town and merchants 
can achieve the necessary short and long 
term improvements so vital to a vibrant 
commercial area. 

A registered professional engineer, Geary 
has stated he will apply the knowledge gained 
in more than 20 years' experience in the 
planning and execution of engineering 
programs to these and other problems 
coming under the Planning Board. 

It was with reservations, overcome only 
by the enthusiasm of his supporters, ac¬ 
cording to candidate Geary, that he decided 
lo seek Ihe seat on Ihe Planning Board. His 
principal concern is related to the "definite 
stigma created by Ihe tar and feather cour¬ 
troom testimony of Mr. Jack Moss on Sept. 21 
I Ref.: Star Letters to the Editor, Dec. 21). 

In this respect, "he sincerely hopes the 
allegations of Mr. Moss will he publically 
repudiated so as to remove unpopular fin¬ 
dings or recommendations of the board from 
even the remotest suspicion of impropriety."

Hatrh’s Activities 
Cover Many Years 

Ralph W. Hatch of 2 Meadowcroft rd is a 
candidate for re-election as a Cemetery 
Commissioner for a five-year term, in which 
capacity he has served since 1954. 

Born in Winchester and living and working 
here all his life, he is "naturally very much 
interested in town affairs." Wildwood 
Cemetery was just being opened at the time 
the Civil War was drawing to a close and 
returning veterans, including Hatch's 
grandfather, Ira Hatch, were given double 
lots in the cemetery. 

Hatch stales, "As a boy I visited the 
cemetery often with my family and my in¬ 
terest has been sustained through the years, 
particularly now that I am responsible for 
four other family lots.” 

Hatch debated whether to take out papers 
for another term but decided to do so 
following the death in December of the only 
other senior member, Mr. Lowell Smith, 
which resulted in two vacancies this year. 

In 1916 Hatch began his banking career 
with the Winchester Trust Company, trans¬ 
ferring to the Winchester Savings Bank in 
1920, from which he retired in 1965 having 
served as treasurer and vice-president, a 
total of 48 years as a businessman in Win¬ 
chester. 

Hatch’s activities and services to Win¬ 
chester include: Town meeting member, 
several terms, including secretary to 
Precinct 1 members in the 1930's when town 
meeting government was established; 
commissioner. Wildwood Cemetery, 1954 to 
date; member Finance Committee, 1940-1943; 
secretary Finance Committee. 1943-1956; 
treasurer Winchester Hospital, 1944 to date; 
treasurer Winchester Homefronters, 1953 to 
date; treasurer Winchester Chapter Red 
Cross 1965 to date; treasurer trustees, 
Methodist Church; I norary trustee Win¬ 
chester Savings Bank- charter member 
Winchester Post No American Legion 
(World War I veteran >, member Winchester 
Rotary Club and notary and tax accountant. 

“As the above list of activities clearly 
demonstrates,” Hatch said in his statement, 
his expertise in financial matters is ih- 
valuable to Ihe Cemetery Commissioners, 
particularly in the preparation and execution 
of their budget and financial reports.” 

His years of association with former and 
experienced commissioners have afforded 
him the opportunity "to help carry forward 
the long-term plans in the layout of our 73- 
acre cemetery property." And since his 
retirement he has been available to give 
personal assistance to those in need of special 
attention in matters concerning the 
cemetery.

Built on land donated by Nathan Appleton 
and endowed in 1889 by the late Ellen Gifford 
of New Haven. Gifford Home was originally a 
shelter for all animals. As the area grew and 
became more urban, the home was forced to 
restrict its services to the care of cats, 
animals least likely to disturb a growing 
residential neighborhood. 


The shelter is open six days a week from 9 
a.m. to 5 p.m. providing services in an area 
within a 15-mile radius. Since Gifford Homes 
subsists on income from investments! of the 
original endowment, there is no charge ipr 
animals taken in ana between BO and 125 c^tfc 
are on the premises at all times. As it i$ in 
similar organizations, animal overpopulation 
is a constant concern and ways of solying^his 
problem at reasonable expense ape con¬ 
stantly being sought. 

Mrs. Slight presented a film showing 
Gifford Home and shelter as it wa6 when she 
and her husband took over as curators in 
1955; and as It is now with photographic focus 
on "refugees" eating and at play.

Two Principal 
Slots Vacant 


Two principalships in the Winchester 
school system became vacant recently. 
The Winchesler School Committee approved 
the transfer of William A. Warnock as ad¬ 
ministrator of the Wyman School to that of the 
new McCall Elementary School, and accepted 
the resignation of Raymond J. Dickman, 
principal of Mystic School. 

Dickman received a standing tribute from 
the audience, a recognition of his 44 years 
with this school system. Citing retirement 
purposes in his letter of resignation, he stated 
that there were still new avenues to try after 
this spring’s termination with Mystic. 

When the former McCall Junior High 
School opens this fall as a K-6 school it will 
have as its head William A. Warnock, 
currently principal of Wyman School. 

Warnock received his bachelor of arts 
degree in 1950 from Dartmouth University in 
1954. He has done 66 hours of graduate work 
toward his doctor of education degree at 
Michigan State University. 

His teaching career began in 1951 in 
Stratford, Vt., then in Portland, Me., and next 
in Jackson, Mich. In 1956 Warnock became 
acting elementary principal of a school in 
Jackson, assuming the permanent title in 
1958. He came to Winchester os the principal 
of Wyman in 1962 where he has since 
remained. 

Committees will soon be formed to search 
for new principals should it be decided to go 
outside this school system.

Survey Volunteers 
Attend Sessions 


Ninety adult volunteers out of the 92 
registered attended one of three training 
sessions recently lor instruction in how to 
interview 300 of Winchester's older citizens. 

me sessions held on Sunday afternoon, 
Monday, morning and evening were under the 
direction of Dr. Richard Norberg and in¬ 
cluded talks by Loonore Rich, Msgr. Joseph 
Lyons and Rev. Jack Zoerheide. 

The instruction was designed to teach 
volunteers how best to obtain answers to the 
46 questions on the survey they are taking 
between Feb. 13 and 21 to determine what 
programs and services are most desired by 
theVown’s senior citizens. 

The proper method of making contact by 
phone and the most productive approach to 
the seven categories of questions was 
discussed by the interviewers. 

Following the personal interviews with the 
randomly chosen 300, the town’s remaining 
2,400 older citizens will be sent the survey by 
mall and will be asked to fill it out and return 
it in the enclosed envelope. 

Between 30 and 40 Winchester young 
people from the town's church youth groups 
spent a day of Iheir vacation at the Unitarian 
Church Tuesday filling envelopes with a 
survey lo be mailed to 2,400 senior citizens. 

The 46-question survey is the same one 


which 90 adult volunteer interviewers are 
personally presenting to 300 randomly chosan 
older townspeople. 

The survey has been designed to deter¬ 
mine what programs and services are mo6l 
desired by Winchester’s older population. “

St. Mary’s To 7th Final

Richard Jacobs’breakaway goal with only 
2:25 left In the game broke a scoreless tie and 
sparked St. Mary’s to a 2-0 win over Brighton 
in CYO League semifinal playoffs over * 1 * * * * 6 the 
weekend. 

The. win sends defending champion St. 
Mary's into their seventh championship final 
game in 13 seasons and their fourth in a row. 

St Mary’s will face undefeated, untied St. 
Mary's, Charlestown, Sunday at noon at 
Boston College. Charlestown, with 81 goals 
scored and only 14 allowed in 12 games, is 
favored to win. Winchester has scored 48 and 
given up 11 . 

The Winchester team dominated Sunday's 
game with Brighton but couldn’t put the puck 
in the net until defenseman Mark Mllley shot 
a clearing pass up the right wing boards to 
Jacobs, who outskated the Brighton de¬ 
fensemen, cut to his left in front of goaltender 
Mark Siragusa and put his shot into the right 
hand side, It was Jacobs' ninth goal of the 
season. 

Gerard Kivney iced the game two minutes 
and 26 seconds later with an unassisted goal - 
his seventh of the season - into an empty net. 

The shutout was the second in a row - and 
fourth of the season - for goaltender Peter 


Scopa, who has yet to yield a goal in this 
season's playoff competition. 

A St. Mary’s victory in Sunday’s cham¬ 
pionship game would give the team its fourth 
league championship (a record) and mark 
the first time since 1960 and 1961 that a team 
has won two consecutive championships. 

St. Mary's, Winchester, currently holds 
the league record for most times in finals, 
most championships, longest undefeated 
streak (18 games dating back to Jan. 1972) 
and most sudden death overtimes (10) 
without allowing a goal. 

St. Mary's players will bring a total of 84 
player-games (42 player hours) of playoff 
experience into Sunday’s championship final.

Ab one of the two candidates to fill the 
two positions on the School Committee, may I 
Bhare with you acme of my opinions concerning 
problems the School Committee faces both at 
the present time and in the near future. Ab 

I learn more or the details of these Bitua- 
tionn after serving on the Committee, Borne of 
my positions may change somewhat; however, my 
philoaopbical approach will remain the same. 

To quickly dispense with the formalities 
of introduction for those of you who may not 
know me, for six years I have lived with my 
wife Loretta and our three children at 6 Ivy 
Circle, where our two school age children 
attend Wyman school. I received my Doctor of 
Science degree from Johns Hopklna University, 
and am presently Administrative Director of 
the Retina Foundation, an eye research insti¬ 
tute in Boston. For the past two years I 
have served on the Finance Committee, this year as chairman of the school budget 
subcommittee. Working closely with the School Committee on budget matters, I have 
learned about some of the problems they must try to solve. 

Redistrlctlng - In September, Winchester will have a serieB of school buildings 
designed to accomodate certain educational program, a and a certain number of Btudents. 
To make optimum uee of these buildings, some Students must now be transferred from 
one school district into another. Were the School Committee dealing only with 
numbers, the solutions to these problems would be simple. However, real people with 
real needB live in real geographic locations with real differences of opinions. 

Even though "traditionally" children from certain streets attend certain elementary 
schools, and then attend certain Junior high achoola, these "traditions" may be only 
a few years old. Districting is developed to make maximum use of the facilities 
available at the time. Times change, and new "traditions" must be created. It is 
obviouB that no solution will satisfy everyone. The School Committee, after obtain¬ 
ing advice from as many concerned groupB as posaible, will make the final declaion 
that will beat serve the total educational needs of the largest number of children 
throughout the Town. The public Bchool syatem must inure to the maximum public use. 

Teachers * Released Time - As the curricula in our achoolH get more and more 
sophisticated, it 1 b even more eBsential to communicate among teachers to keep them 
adequately prepared for current teaching concepts. Teachers should be provided with 
the necessary time to attend curriculum and other Bchool department meetings to keep 
abreaat pf current programs. Teachera should fulfill their obligation In this area 
by participating in these meetings, and must also maintain their professional ism 
through their own efforts during non-regular working hours.

From the time we are bom most of our 
learning is a result of others sharing 
knowledge and experience with us, and as we 
grow and learn to read we find that the bulk of 
learning-sharing is communicated through 
books and newspapers. 

However, no matter how knowledgeable or 
learned we become we find there is always 
something new to discover. This fact came to 
mind recently when The Star was reporting 
on the killing of a baby swan. What is a baby 
swan called? No one seemed to know or 
recall. A telephone call to the Winchester 
Public Library’s reference department gave 
the answer—a cygnet. 

According to Mrs. Leila-Jane Roberts, 
head librarian, “This year we have prepared 
quarterly reports on the number and types of 
reference questions coming from Winchester 
people." Residents are accepting more and 
more the fact that they can get information on 
a wide variety of subjects by telephoning, so 
we have tired to keep a count of telephone 
reference and topics, she says. 

These statistics support the value of our 
being open many hours. They also show that 
In our particular community, much public 

library service is given to students attending 
local schools, commuting college students 
and those taking courses for job ad¬ 
vancement, retraining, or continuing lifelong 
education,” she adds 

The library statistics and category listings 
indicate that Mrs. Ann Smith, reference 
librarian, and her co-workers including Mrs. 
Roberts when things get hectic at the library, 
receive about 40 telephone calls per day 
inquiring if the library has Herman Hesse 
books, French novels, James Joyce books, 
good mystery stories, Coleridge poems, 
Dorothy Eden’s books, The Glass Menagerie, 
Kahlil Gibran poems, Bartlett's Quotations, 
or good novels for seventh graders. 

Other callers will wonder If the library 
has criticisms on such works as Siddharlha 
by Herman Hesse, Walden II, on Steinbeck or 
Wuthering Heights. 

They inquire about education. Is there 
material on preparatory schools, private 
schools, extension courses, mathematics, 
African maps, open classrooms, scholarship 
aid, listings of Massachusetts nursing schools 
and learning disabilities? 

“How do you spell ‘territory?’ ” was the 
question of a caller. What do you have In 
speed writing or conversational Spanish? 
When was the Lusitania sunk? What is 
eclampsia? What are homographs? 

Questioners want to know the rights of a 
tenant, about abortion laws, laws pertaining 
to notaries, capital punishment, copyright 
laws, lie detector tests, marriage laws and 
Massachusetts laws on retirement. 

During the past year library personnel 
have been asked for information on Elvis 
Presley, Rip Van Winkle, the Beatles, Lizzie 
Borden, Alexander the Great, Eudora Welty, 
the Queen of Sikkim, Hope Cook, Louisa May

Winchester residents are interested in 
health: autism, geriatrics, low blood sugar, 
senility, diet, vitamins, mental retardation, 
hip ailments, heart diaphragm, child 
psychology, syphilis, mongolism, multiple 
sclerosis, pregnancy, yoga nutrition, and 
drugs. 

They are interested in arts and crafts and 
inquire about repairing antiques, wood¬ 
working, needlecraft, tinsel painting, 
quilting, shell crafts, decoupage, Penn¬ 
sylvania Dutch designs, ceramics, pottery, 
sculpture, making dolls, tapestry hanging, 
knitting patterns and macaroni sculpture. 

The reference department receives calls 
about holidays. When will Columbus Day be 
celebrated? Where did the quotation “For 
want of a nail ...” originate? Or what do you 
have on plant propagation, tropical fish, 
Indians or Eskimos? 

Do you have films and records to take out 
of the library on loan? How about Godspell 
and West Side Story? Do you have a book on 
music therapy, ragtime, German folk songs, 
the words to Anchors Aweigh, Faust as a 
composer and jazz music recordings? 

Residents are interested in black history 
and topics related to blacks such as Martin 
Luther King, Nat Turner. African tribes, and 
Negro spirituals. 

They are concerned about -bVhWsUcb on 

divorce, dropouts, child abuse, portable TV 
color ratings and election and census figures. 

They ask if the libary has a recipe for 
spinach pie, or material on home canning and 
freezing, apple cider, Zen macrobiotic 
cooking and other cooking specialties. 

Do you have maps of Paris, Winchester, 
Bedford, Montreal, Illinois, New Hampshire 
or Monaco? How about hitchhiking in EUrope, 
snow tires, trailer campgrounds, a guidebook 
to Canada, cycling tours, airplane 
specifications, foreign car manuals, the 
mileage to Sturbrldge, a B&M schedule, 
youth hostels in Canada, or auto driving? 

What is the winning lottery number? What 
is the meaning of “The Other”? Do you have 
The Whole Earth Catalog? Where can you get 
a Winchester directory or phone book? What 
is synergy? What is the abbreviation of noon? 

What do you have on film making, wedding 
etiquette, Ku Klux Klan, cellular physiology, 
the Eiffel Tower, Hawaiian luau, bombing 
and tonnage, making out a will, books on how 
to sell a book, kaleidoscopes, names for 
babies, father-son relationships, or old 
newspapers. 

Inquirers ask about sports: judging of 
sports events, scuba diving, chess, sailing 
courses, water polo rules, hydroplane 
building, Olympic scoring, fibreglass boats, 
paddle tennis, the Appalachian Trail Guide. 

They are interested in religion and the 
occult: witchcraft, seances, astrology, St. 
Matthew, Swedenborgianism, fortune telling, 
black magic, transcendentalism, hypnotism, 
exorcism, extra sensory perception, Chinese 
religions, Rembrandt’s view of the Bible, 
reincarnation and Count Dracula. 

They ask about condominium plans, the 
advantages and disadvantages of being a 
home owner, interior decorating, table set¬ 
ting, how to make slip covers, and Oriental 
carpets. 

The governments of other nations is a 
common interest. A library spokesman says 
that when several inquiries on a similar or 
exact topic come, you can be pretty certain 
that a local teacher has given o specific 
assignment on the subject. For instance, for 
several consecutive days there were many 
inquiries about the seniority system in our 
government. 

Other government and business questions 
were about precinct lines, Nixon-McGovern 
platforms, Uganda imperialism, business 
management, real estate, city charters, 
finances, selectmen’s records, taxes, and 
insurance companies. 

Residents are also interested in history: 
Salem witch trials, the Hapsburgs. Get¬ 
tysburg Address, ancient Egypt geography 
and nobility, prehistoric man, civil war 
prisons, Harper’s Ferry, and Winchester over 
100 years ago. * 

The Winchester library personnel wpre 
able to answer positively on all of the 
aforementioned topics. Either the library has 
material on the subject or the librarian was 
able to answer the specific question. 

Sometimes, Ihough infrequently, inquirers 
do not get answers to their requests. For 
instance, negative responses were given to 
those who asked about the Florida school 
system, ship models racing and military 
whist. Also those who ask?d about out-of-town 
or out-of-state telephone directory in¬ 
formation which may well have been directed 
to the telephone company.

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‘Spring Offensive’ 1 Of 
WEPA Projects Planned 


Plans for a second "spring offensive,” 
including a community clean-up, Arbor Day 
celebration and educational programs, were 
discussed at the Feb, 13 meeting of the 
Winchester Environmental Protection 
Association. 

Betsy Pickup, Arbor Day chairman, 
reported that her group had met with Walter 
Gleason, in charge of curriculum for the 
Winchester schools, to discuss school par¬ 
ticipation in Arbor Day, anti-litter and 
recycling education. 

The schools will cooperate, Mrs. Pickup 
announced, and programs for the children 
will lake place in April. Mystic School 
teachers will act as advisors. The children 
will receive a monthly recycling letter 
prepared by Mrs. Phyllis Knopf, as well as 
booklets concerning solid waste and litter 
problems. "Green survival” pins and 
balloons may be awarded children who show 
an understanding of the inter-dependent 
relationships between man and trees. 

Mrs. Lucille Grassi has prepared a puppet 
show about recycling and Arbor Day. This will 
be shown the younger school children. Mrs. 
Florence Hrltzay will procure a film for 
school use prepared by the Arnold 
Arboretum. 

The school boards of Parkhurst and 
Vlnson-Owen Schools have indicated par¬ 
ticular Interest In Arbor Day programming. 
They will be contacted before the next WEPA 
meeting, March 6. 

Plans for the larger community will in¬ 
clude another drive for litter baskets. Already 
Winchester Star Stationery manager Ken 
Henderson has offered one basket and the 
Baptist Church is donating funds for two 
additional baskets. All donations for litter 
baskets are deposited with the Winchester 
Cooperative Bank and will be withdrawn for 
purchases in April, according to Mrs. Lenore 
Frazier, co-chairman of WEPA. 

A questionnaire has been circulated to 
some town meeting members and to other 
citizens inviting remarks and observations on 
such environmental conditions as signs, 
lighting and vacant property in order to carry 
on a productive WEPA meeting March 27 
with«the chiefs of fire and police and heads of 
the Health, Highway and Park Departments. 

Mrs. Beverly Jones plans to contact the 
Winchester Jaycees and Boy Scouts for help 
in community clean-up. Mrs. Mary Lou Leach 
will contact Girl Scouts about clean-up plans 
as well as an April aluminum recycling drive. 

Mrs. Mary Lou Eugley stated that ENKA 
will make special arrangements this year to 
see that all tonic cans provided at the annual 
fair be separated and sent to the recycling bin 
near the incinerator. 

Mrs. Lynne Kyed, Secretary of WEPA, 
announced that three communities to date 
have responded to her televised an¬ 
nouncement that Winchester will assist in 
helping other towns with recycling advice. 


Interested parties in other towns will be in¬ 
vited to tour the Winchester facilities. 

Michael Seraco, director of the Board of 
Health, discussed Mass. House Bill No. 485, 
which will go before committee at the State 
House on Feb. 28. (A copy of this bill is 
currently posted on the new recycling bulletin 
board near the recycling bins). 

The bill asks that the state make recycling 
mandatory. Mrs. Norrie Campbell and Mrs. 

will alert other communitiies to this 
bfr. Kenneth Trevett noted that recycled 
paper is used by the state for printing copies 
of such bills. 

Mrs. Frazier and Mrs. Kyed reported on 
their trip to Servomation, the company that 
has the lunch program contract with the 
public schools. At present, plastic styrofoam 
trays are being provided for school lunches. 
This type of material is the worst to burn, 
according to WEPA solid waste chairman 
Mrs. Nancy Weller. It produces more toxic 
fumes and more ash residue, and needs 
higher temperatures to burn, she said. Ser¬ 
vomation has promised a report on the 
availability of a cardboard alternative. 

Josephson Runs 
For Assessor 

Sherman R. Josephson, local real estate 
broker, Is a candidate for election to the one- 
year vacancy on the Board of Assessors in the 
March town election.

Some 20 alumnae gathered 
for the winter luncheon 
meeting of the Winchester 
Wellesley Club last Thursday 
at the Winchester Country Club 
to hear guest speaker Judith 
Farris, Wellesley class of 1971. 

Miss Farris is a field 
representative for the college 
office of admissions. Visiting 
as many as five cities and 20 
schools nationwide in a week, 
her function is not so much to 
recruit interested students as 
to provide correct information 
on Wellesley today. 

Speaking on "Wellesley and 
the Wellesley Student Today,” 
Miss Farris noted few people

Chomsky, a professor of linguistics at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, has 
written many books in his field. He has been a 
long-time spokesman against the war in 
Indochina and is the author of well-known 
books on the subject: "American Power and 
the New Mandarins” and "Al War in Asia.” 
He and Howard Zlnn edited the fifth volume of 
the "Pentagon Papers.” 

Chomsky Is a member of the Committee of 
Concerned Asian Scholars. Ihe American 
Academy of Arts and Sciences and the 
Council of the International Confederation for 
Disarmament and Peace. He received his 
Ph.D. from the University of Pennsylvania. 
He was a fellow at Harvard University from

TOWN OF WINCHESTER SCHEDULE 
OF PARKING PENALTIES 

The Board of Selectmen at Its meeting nf May B, 19^2 Hmcnded the Traffic 
Regulations of the Town nf Winchester adopted by the Board of Selectmen an July 27, 
1936 and subsequently amended as follows; 

By striking out Section 7 of Article VIII in Its entirety and by Inserting In Us place, 
the following: 

SECTION 7. PENALTIES. 

la) \Vhncver violales any provisions of Ihc foregoing rules, except any rule, 
regulation or order regulating the narking of motor vehicles, shall be punished bv a 
line not exceeding twenty dollars ($20) (or each offense, except ns otherwise provided 
hy stalulc. 

4b) Pursuant to the authority granted by Chapter 90, Seel Ion 20Co( the General 
Laws, whoever violates any provision nf the foregoing rules regulating Ihe parking nf 
motor vehicles, shall be punched by a fine for each offense as hereinafter set forth:

class construction that would be in keeping 
and u credit to the town.” 

Size and setbacks would conform to zoning 
laws, he said. “This is the last suitable 
location thal I can foresee," he said, recalling 
the many years he has sought a new site, 

He added I hat the Ford Motor Co. 
marketing experts see Ihe end of the small 
neighborhood automobile agency such as his 
own because modern agencies require 
greater space to show more car lines, service 
the vehicles and keep parts. 

Even an item as simple as an exhaust pipe, 
for example, differs from car line to car line. 
“Ford said we are operating out of 30 percent 
of Ihe facility required.” Bonnell said. 

If the agency relocates, he said, they 
would pay “more than double” their present 
luxes of $5,000, If Bonnell fails lo get the 
rezoning, they will look for an alternative site 
in Burlington or Woburn.
